Poctors know that surgery and 

radiation do not cure cancer. They 
know that as a general rule the victim 
suffers more and dies sooner when tor- 
tured by these methods, than if the di- 
sease is allowed to run its course. 

Various medical groups are there- 
fore exploring new fields, opening new 
areas of research. They are turning to 
chemistry. The scientific term is Chem- 
otherapy. 

This is the system of treatment used 
at the Hoxsey Cancer Clinics of Dallas, 
Texas and Portage, Pennsylvania. 

Dr. Harry M. Hoxsey and his asso- 
ciates are in the vanguard, pioneers in 
a new age of medicine. This accounts 
for the prejudice and professional jeal- 
ousy they are encountering. 

Since the February issue of The De- 
fender delivered its article on “Chem- 
otherapy at the Hoxsey Cancer Clinic,” 
there has been an important develop- 
ment bearing directly upon the issue. 


The following self-explanatory press 
dispatch from New Orleans, Louisiana 
dated February 6, 1957, was published 
under this headline: 


“20 SURGEONS TURN TO DRUGS 
IN NEW ATTACK ON CANCER — 
X-ray and Surgery Called Failure.” 


The report, published and circulated 
throughout the nation states: 

“Twenty surgeons will use drugs on 
their patients this month in the start 
of a nationwide experiment to find a 
chemical remedy for cancer. 

“Dr. I. S. Ravdin, Philadelphia, who 


announced the experiment yesterday, 
said the drugs had stopped cancer in 
mice and other animals to some de- 
gree. The drugs have not been used on 
humans. The announcement came at 
a sectional meeting here of the Ameri- 
can College of Surgeons. Dr. Ravdin 
said results of the experiment should 
be available in two years. 


“Dr. Ravdin, chairman of the Col- 
lege’s board of regents and a member 
of the team that performed ileitis sur- 
gery on President Eisenhower last year, 
told a press conference that chemistry 
might provide the remedy for cancer. 
He said x-rays and surgery so far have 
failed. 

“Dr. Ravdin gave these details of the 
experiment: 


“Surgery will be performed as _ us- 
ual but drugs will be added when a pa- 
tient volunteers for the experiment. 
Chemicals will be used during surgery 
because scientists know that cancer 
cells spread when a malignant tumor 


is handled. 


“Surgeons will use a different drug, 
supplied by the National Cancer Insti- 
tute, for each type of the disease. No 
surgery will be performed after the 
first operation. Doctors will wait for 
the results of chemical action. 


“The Institute, a Government agency 
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at Bethesda, Maryland, will tabulate 
the results. Dr. Ravdin did not name 
the drugs but said they were not com- 
mercially produced at this time.” 


* * * 


Dp» RAVDIN is quoted as saying 

that cancer sufferers will have to 
wait two years. During such a period 
of waiting, a few hundred thousand 
more victims would die. They don’t 
have to wait! Chemotherapy is already 
being successfully used under Hoxsey 
auspices. 

Let it be noted that the National 


Cancer Institute, a Government agency, 


is to supply the chemical products for 
the experiment. 

The Institute was established by an 
Act of Congress in 1937 and has since 
been financed out of public funds, in- 
volving annual budgets reaching into 
many millions of dollars. 


The Food & Drug Administration, 
another branch of the Government, has 
done the unprecedented thing of having 
Warning notices against the Hoxsey 
cancer treatment posted in the 46- 
thousand Post Offices and substations 
of the United States. The statements 
printed on these posters are both false 
and misleading. They portray surgery, 
X-ray and radium as a “cure.” Millions 
of bereaved, who have seen their loved 
ones suffer and bleed and burn and die 
from the use of these methods, know 
this claim to be utterly false. 


The National Cancer Institute, a 
Government agency, is financing and 
directing the manufacture of chemical 
products, in cooperation with medical 
bodies who publicly affirm that sur- 
gery, X-ray and radium offer no hope 
for cancer sufferers. 

The Federal Food & Drug Adminis- 
tration, another Government agency, 
publicly states that surgery, X-ray and 
radium offers a “cure” for cancer and 
tries to destroy those who are success- 
fully using chemistry in treating the 
ailment.

WAS converted and became a Chris- 

tian when a girl at the age of thir- 
teen.

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hospital by noon. I am going to oper- 
ate tonight.” 

I had never once thought about can- 
cer, although some of the days were 
pretty rough and I suffered consider- 
able pain. Members of my family had 
suggested a checkup, but I did nothing 
about it. 

The doctor’s report stunned me. I 
said: “Doctor, you are going too fast 
for me. I want time to think.” 


I hung up the receiver, turned to my 
husband who was sitting near, and re- 
ported what the doctor had told me. 


Thereupon, I went to my bedroom, 
knelt before the Lord, told Him I knew 
I had to die some day, and if of cancer, 
it would be all right with me.

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He said there should be another biopsy 
and if it also came back cancer, a hys- 
terectomy would be performed Thurs- 
day evening at seven o'clock. 


I agreed to the biopsy and went to 
the hospital about 1 o’clock Wednes- 
day, returning home to wait for the 
report Thursday noon.

In October, 1956, I stayed seven days 
in Dallas, just to be near the Clinic, 
which is to me a sacred place. During 
that time, I obtained signatures on 380 
petitions, which we were then circulat- 
ing, asking for a fair and unbiased in- 
vestigation of Dr. Hoxsey’s cures.

Dear Mrs. Peck: 


Although you were not there for 
examination, the Tumor Board of the 
Valley Hospital considered the labora- 
tory findings of your case on Septem- 
ber 14 and I wish to pass them on to 
you. 

It was agreed by the Tumor Board 
that on the basis of the laboratory re- 
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ports and the physical findings reported 
by Dr. Foster and myself that you have 
a carcinoma of the cervix, Grade III, 
stage I. This means that the cancer is 
of a rather rapid growing type and 
that it has been found quite early. 


It was unanimously agreed by the 
doctors present that the treatment of 
choice in your case is X-ray and radi- 
ation and that it is urgent that these 
agents be used without delay. None of 
the members of the board felt that sur- 
gery would be indicated. This report 
confirms the opinion which Dr. Foster 
and I held after receiving the last lab- 
oratory reports. 

As you probably know, we do not do 
this type of treatment ourselves, but re- 
fer you to a radiologist, probably Dr. 
Sava at the Valley Hospital. Therefore, 
the fees for further treatment would 
go to her and the hospital rather than 
to us and it is evident that our rec- 
ommendations in this case are not 
passed on any financial considerations 
on our part. 
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We feel very strongly that any other 
type of treatment which may be recom- 
mended elsewhere would be at variance 
with all the evidence that has been 
gained by physicians in the study of 
this disease and would result in failure 
of treatment and your death. 


Treatment by radiation as we have 
suggested is not 100% successful but 
the percentage of cure in cases such as 
yours is comparatively high.

Sermon Of The Month

a sermon masterpiece ... as preached by a great pulpit statesman of the 


last generation. 





“Sirs, What must I do to be saved?” 
Acts 16:30. 


AST WEEK the board fences, the 

stone walls and the city car win- 
dows were covered with the advertise- 
ment of an infidel lecture on the sub- 
ject, “What must we do to be saved?” 
Of course the allusion was to the text. 
I warrant you that the facetious lectur- 
er asked the question in a different 
mood from that in which it was asked 
when originally propounded. 





I warrant you also that the audience 
who heard the question were in a dif- 
ferent condition from the audience that 
originally heard it. The audience that 
gathered last week to hear the question 
of the text discussed, entered a beau- 
tiful auditorium, having paid fifty or 
seventy-five cents to hear the religion 


of the Lord Jesus Christ ridiculed. 


I would rather pay fifty cents for al- 
most anything than to hear the Lord 
Jesus Christ dishonored. I would rather 
pay fifty cents to hear my dead father, 
or dead mother, or dead brother, or 
dead sister derided and ridiculed than 
to pay fifty cents to hear the religion 
of the Lord Jesus Christ defamed. Fifty 
cents is not much, but he who hears 
Christ caricatured, or His religion de- 
famed, has an entertainment costly at 
any price. 


THE GREAT QUESTION 


The scene when the question was dis- 
cussed, and the scene when the text was 


originally propounded cannot be com- 
pared. Incarcerated in a Philippian 
penitentiary, a place cold, and dark, 
and damp, and loathsome, and hideous, 
unillumined save by the torch of the 
official who comes to see if they are 
still alive, are two ministers of Christ, 
their feet fast in instruments of tor- 
ture, their shoulders dripping from the 
stroke of leathern thongs, their mouths 
hot with thirst, their heads faint be- 
cause they may not lie down. 


In a comfortable room of that same 
building, and amid pleasant surround- 
ings, is a paid officer of the govern- 
ment whose business it is to supervise 
the prison. It is night, and all is still in 
the corridors of the dungeon save as 
some murderer struggles with a horrid 
dream, or a ruffian turns over in his 
chains, or there is the cough of a dy- 
ing consumptive amid the dampness; 
but, suddenly, crash! go the walls. 


The two men pass out free. The jail- 
keeper, although familiar with the 
darkness and the horrors hovering 
around the dungeon, is startled beyond 
all bounds, and, flambeau in hand, he 
rushes through the falling walls, shout- 
ing at the top of his voice: “Sirs, What 
must I do to be saved?” 


I stand today before hundreds, and 
perhaps thousands, who are asking the 
same question with more or less earn- 
estness, and I accost you in this crisis 
of your soul with a message from hea- 
ven. 


There are those in this audience who 
might be more skilful in argument than 
I am; there are those here who can 
dive into deeper depths of science, or 
have larger knowledge; there are in 
this audience those before whom | 
would willingly bow as the inferior to 
the superior; but I yield to no one in 
this assemblage in a desire to have all 
the people saved by the power of an 
omnipotent Gospel, and with an all- 
consuming desire that sometimes al- 
most impedes my utterance I beg you 
to accept immortal life. 


COURTEOUS AND PRACTICAL 


I shall proceed to characterize the 
question of the agitated jail-keeper. 
And first, I characterize that question 
as courteous. He might have rushed in 
and said: “Paul and Silas, you vaga- 
bonds, are you tearing down this pris- 
on? Aren’t you satisfied with disturb- 
ing the peace of the city by your in- 
famous doctrines, and you are now 
going to destroy public property? Back 
with you to your places, you vaga- 
bonds!” 


He said no such thing. The word of 
four letters, “Sirs!” equivalent to 
“lords,” recognized the majesty and 
honor of their mission. Sirs! 


If a man with a captious spirit tries 
to find the way to heaven he will miss 
it. If a man comes out and pronounces 
all Christians as hypocrites and the re- 
ligion of Jesus Christ as a fraud, and 
asks irritating questions about the my- 
sterious and the inscrutable, saying, 
“Come, my wise man, explain this and 
explain that; if this be true how can 
that be true?” — no such man finds 
the way to heaven. The question of the 
text was decent, courteous, gentleman- 
ly, deferential. Sirs! 


Again, I characterize this question 
of the agitated jail-keeper as a practical 
question. He did not ask why God let 
sin come into the world, he did not ask 
how Christ could be God and man in 
the same person, he did not ask the 
doctrine of the decrees explained or 
want to know whom Cain married, or 
what was the cause of the earthquake. 
His present and everlasting welfare 
was involved in the question, and was 
not that practical? 


The question for you to discuss, my 
brother, is not whether Calvin or Ar- 
minius was right, not whether a hand- 
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tant question! What is it now to Na- 
poleon III whether he triumphed or 
surrendered at Sedan, whether he died 
at the Tuileries or Chiselhurst, whether 
he was emperor or exile? Because he 
was laid out in the coffin in the dress 
of a field marshal, did that give him 
any better chance for the future than if 
he had been laid out in a plain shroud? 
What difference will it soon make to 
you or to me, whether in this world we 
walked or rode, whether we _ were 
bowed to or maltreated, whether we 
were applauded or hissed at, welcomed 
in, or kicked out, when laying hold of 
every moment of the future, and burn- 
ing in every splendor or every grief, 
and overarching or undergirding all 
time and all eternity will be the plain, 
startling, infinite, stupendous question 
of the text: “What must I do to be 
saved?” 


MISFORTUNES AND URGENT 


Again, I characterize this question of 
the agitated jail-keeper as one crushed 
out by his misfortunes. Because of fall- 
ing of the penitentiary his occupation 
was gone. Besides that, the flight of a 
prisoner was ordinarily the death of 
the jailer. He was held responsible. 


If all had gone well, if the prison 
walls had not been shaken down by 
the earthquake, if the prisoners had all 
stayed quiet in the stocks, if the morn- 
ing sunlight had calmly dropped on the 
jailer’s pillow, do you think he would 
have hurled this red-hot question from 
his soul into the ear of his apostolic 
prisoners? Ah, no! you know as well 
as I do it was the earthquake that 
aroused him up. And it is trouble that 
starts a great many people to asking 
the same question. 


It has been so with a vast multitude 
of you. Your apparel is not as bright 
as once it was. Why have you changed 
the garb? Do you like solferino, and 
crimson, and purple, as well as once? 
Yes. But you say: “While I was pros- 
pered and happy those colors were ac- 
cordant with my feelings; now they 
would be discord to my soul.” And so 
you have plaited up the shadows into 
your apparel. 


The world is a very different place 
from what it was once for you! Once 
you said: “Oh, if I could only have it 
quiet a little while.” It is too quiet. 
Some people say that they would not 
bring back their departed friends from 
heaven even if they had the opportun- 
ity; but if you had the opportunity you 
would bring back your loved ones and 
soon their feet would be sounding in 
the hall, soon their voices would be 
heard in the family, and the old times 
would come back just as the festal days 





of Christmas and Thanksgiving — days 
gone forever. 


Oh, it is the earthquake that startled 
you to asking this question — the 
earthquake of misfortune. 


Again, I characterize this question 
of the agitated jail-keeper as hasty, 
urgent, and immediate. He put it on 
the run. By the light of his torch as he 
goes to look for the earnestness. No 
one can doubt that the man is in earn- 
est. 

He must have that question answered 
before the earth stops rocking, or per- 
haps he will never have it answered at 
all. Is that the way, my brother, my 
sister, you are putting this question? 
Is it on the run? Is it hasty? Is it 
urgent? Is it immediate? If it is not, 
it will not be answered. That is the only 
kind of question that is answered. 


It is the urgent and the immediate 
question of the Gospel Christ answers. 
A great many are asking this question, 
but they drawl it out, and there is in- 
difference in their manner as if they 
do not mean it. Make it an urgent 
question and then you will have it ans- 
wered before an hour passes, before 
a minute passes. 

Are there not in this house today 
those who are postponing until the last 
hour attending to the things of the 
soul? I give it as my opinion that nine- 
ty-nine out of the one hundred death- 
bed repentances amount to nothing. Of 
all the scores of persons mentioned as 
dying in the Bible, how many do you 
read of that successfully repented in 
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the last hour? Fifty? No. Forty? No. 
Thirty? No. Twenty? No. Ten? No. 
Five? No. 


One — only one, barely one, as if 
to demonstrate the fact that there is a 
bare possibility of repenting in the last 
hour, was saved. But that is improb- 
able, awfully improbable, terrifically 
improbable. One hundred to one 
against the man. If you have ever seen 
a man try to repent in the last hour, 
you have seen something very sad. 


There is not from the moment that 
life begins to breathe in infancy to the 
last gasp such an unfavorable, com- 
pletely unfavorable, hour for repent- 
ance as the death hour, the last hour. 
There are the doctors standing with 
the medicines. There is the lawyer 
standing with the half-written will. 
There is the family in consternation as 
to what is to become of them. Oh, that 
man is an infinite fool, an infinite fool, 
who procrastinates to the deathbed his 
repentance! 


DROP YOUR CHAINS 
AND GO FREE 


My text does not answer the ques- 
tion. It only asks it, with deep and im- 
portunate earnestness asks it, and, ac- 
cording to the rules of sermonizing, 
you would say, “Adjourn that to some 
other time.” But I dare not. 


What are the rules of sermonizing 
to me when I am after souls? What 
other time could I have, when perhaps 
this is the only time? This might be 
my last time for preaching; this might 
be your last time for hearing. 


After my friend in Philadelphia died, 
his children gave his church Bible to 
me and I read it, looked over it with 
much interest. I saw in the margin, 
written in lead pencil: “Mr. Talmage 
said this morning that the most useless 
thing in all God’s universe is that any 
sinner should perish.” 


Have you not heard how Christ bore 
our sorrows? Have you not heard how 
that with all the sorrows of heart, He 
cried: “Father, forgive them; for they 
know not what they do?” 


By His feet blistered on the moun- 
tain way — by His back whipped until 
the skin came off, by His death couch 
of four spikes, two for His hands and 
two for His feet — by His sepulcher, in 
which for the first time in thirty-three 
years the cruel world let Him alone — 
and by the heavens from which He 
bends in compassion offering pardon 
and peace, I beg you to put down your 
all at His feet. 


In the troubled times of Scotland, 
Sir John Cochrane was condemned to 
death by the king. The death warrant 
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was on the way. Sir John Cochrane was 
bidding farewell to his daughter Gri- 
zelle at the prison door: “Farewell. my 
darling child, I must die.” His daugh- 
ter said: “No, father, you shall not die.” 


“But.” he said, “the king is against 
me, and the law is after me, and the 
death warrant is on its way, and I must 
die; do not deceive yourself, my dear 
child.” The daughter said: “Father, 
you shall not die,” as she left the pris- 
on gate. 


At night, on the moors of Scotland, 
a disguised wayfarer stood waiting for 
the horseman carrying the mail bags 
containing the death warrant. The dis- 
guised wayfarer, as the horse came by, 
clutched the bridle and shouted to the 
rider — to the man who carried the 
mail bags: “Dismount!” 


He felt for his arms, and was about 
to shoot, but the wayfarer jerked him 
from his saddle and he fell flat. The 
wayfarer picked up the mail bags, put 
them on his shoulder and vanished in 
the darkness, and fourteen days were 
thus gained for the prisoner’s life, dur- 
ing which the father confessor was 
pleading for the pardon of Sir John 
Cochrane. 


The second time the death warrant 
is on its way. The disguised wayfarer 
comes along, and asks for a little bread 
and a little wine, starts on across the 
moors, and they say: “Poor man, to 
have to go out such a stormy night; it 
is dark and you will lose yourself on 
the moors.” “Oh, no,” he says, “I will 
not.” He trudged on and stopped amid 
the brambles and waited for the horse- 
man to come carrying the mail bags 
containing the death warrant of Sir 
John Cochrane. 


The mail carrier spurred on_ his 
steed, for he was fearful because of 
what had occurred on the former jour- 
ney, when suddenly through the storm 
and through the darkness there was 
a flash of firearms and the harse be- 
came unmanageable, and as the mail 
carrier discharged his pistol in re- 
sponse, the horse threw him, and the 
disguised wayfarer put his foot on the 
breast of the overthrown rider, and 
said: “Surrender now!” 
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The mail carrier surrendered his 
arms, and the disguised wayfarer put 
upon his shoulders the mail bags, leap- 
ed upon the horse. and sped away into 
the darkness gaining fourteen more 
days for the poor prisoner, Sir John 
Cochrane. And before the fourteen 
days had expired, pardon had come 
from the king. The door of the prison 
swung open, and Sir John Cochrane 
was free. One day, when he was stand- 
ing amid his friends, they congratu- 
lating him, the disguised wayfarer ap- 
peared at the gate, and he said: “Ad- 
mit him right away.” The disguised 


wayfarer came in and said: “Here are: 


” Sir John 


two letters; read them, sir. 
Cochrane read them. 


They were his two death warrants, 
and he threw them into the fire. Then 
said Sir John Cochrane: “To whom 
am I indebted? Who is this poor way- 
farer that saved my life? Who is it?” 
And the wayfarer pulled aside and 
pulled off the jerkin and the cloak, and 
the hat, and lo, it was Grizelle, the 
daughter of Sir John Cochrane. “Gra- 
cious heaven!” he cried, “my child, 
my saviour, my own Grizelle!” 

But a more thrilling story. The death 
warrant had come forth from the King 
of heaven and earth. The death warrant 
read: “The soul that sinneth, it shall 
die.” But breasting the storm and put- 
ting out through the darkness was a 
disguised wayfarer, who gripped by 
the bridle the oncoming doom and 
flung it back, and put his wounded and 
bleeding foot on the overthrown rider. 
Meanwhile, pardon flashed from the 
throne, Go free! Open the gate! Strike 
off the chain! Go free! 


And today your liberated soul stands 
in the presence of the disguised way- 
farer, and as He pulls off the disguise 
of robe, you find He is bone of your 
bone, flesh of your flesh, your brother, 
your Christ, your pardon, your eternal 
life. Let all earth and heaven break 
forth in praise. Victory through our 
Lord Jesus Christ!

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LIFE AND LETTERS 
OF THE APOSTLE PAUL 


Ninth in a series of ten articles by Dr. Gerald B. Winrod — 
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FrRom CORINTH Paul journeyed 

two hundred and fifty miles due 
east to Ephesus, taking with him his 
faithful friends, Aquila and Priscilla. 
The visit was a brief one. He was anx- 
ious to reach Antioch, the missionary 
home base, give a report to the con- 
gregation and leave again on his third 
highly eventful tour. 


In Antioch, Paul had a wonderful 
reunion with old friends and co-work- 
ers. He reported on the momentous ad- 
vance of the Christian missionary 
movement, explaining how it had pene- 
trated the very heart of Greece, strik- 
ing the main citadels of Grecian myth- 
ology and paganism. 


Churches had been established in the 
principal cities covered by his travels, 
both east and west. The movement was 
growing. It was therefore necessary for 
the leaders to meet at intervals to co- 
ordinate their efforts and follow a fix- 
ed program. Antioch was the leading 
rallying point. 


Paul had good news for Antioch. 
But this cannot be said of the news 
they had for him. Trouble was brew- 
ing between Jews and Romans down 
Jerusalem way. In twenty years the 
smoldering flames would break into a 
conflagration. The city would be over- 
run by Rome’s iron legions and the 
population massacred. 


Even more upsetting to Paul at the 
moment was the report received from 
the missionary front in northern Asia 
Minor where he had raised the banners 





of the Gospel five years earlier. The 
Churches of Galatia, in Derbe, Lystra, 
Iconium, Antioch Pisidia and other 
points were being infiltrated by Tal- 
mudic Judaizers. The Gospel was being 
perverted. 


This movement sprang from the 
teachings of the Talmud which has al- 
ways inflated the Jewish ego and caus- 
ed these people to regard themselves 
as demigods. The spirit of the Phari- 
sees remained in the hearts of certain 
Jews who professed to be followers of 
Christ. Teachers went out in all direc- 
tions from Jerusalem, teaching and 
misleading people of the Church. Paul 
was their principal target. 


The Antioch congregation had been 
renovated during an earlier controver- 
sy. But while Paul was in Macedonia 
and Greece, the Talmudists invaded 
Asia Minor. They seized upon the op- 
portunity of undermining his position. 


He was not one of the apostles, they 
explained. In fact, his claims to apos- 
tleship were spurious. He had no right 
to let down the bars and take Gentiles 
into the Church, certainly not without 
circumcision. Jews were specially cho- 
sen and their doctrines should be given 
the place of preferment. Galatian con- 
verts were ordered to meet all the re- 
quirements of Judaism or leave the 
Church. 

Paul was stirred and nauseated. The 
teachings negated the entire Chris- 
tian Gospel and destroyed the tenets 
of the Pauline theology, so effectively 
wrought out in the soul of the Apostle 


after his conversion on the road to 
Damascus and during the three years 
spent in Arabia. 


Knowing Paul as we do, it is under- 
standable that he wanted to leave at 
once for Galatia. He never shrank 
from combat. The personal, abusive at- 
tack upon the validity of his apostolic 
orders cut deep. The Judaizers were 
destroying the very foundation upon 
which he had built. If not corrected, 
the Christians would become bound 
by a Talmudic yoke and enslaved un- 
der a corrupt political system like that 


headed by the Pharisees. 


THE EPISTLE TO THE GALATIANS 


The prospect was frightening. Paul 
could not leave Antioch so soon, but 
the situation certainly called for a let- 
ter. He picked up his pen and proceed- 
ed to write: 


“Paul, an apostle, (not of men, neith- 
er by men, but by Jesus Christ, and 
God the Father, who raised him from 
the dead;) And all the brethren which 
are with me, unto the churches of Ga- 
latia: Grace be to you and peace from 
God the Father, and from our Lord 
Jesus Christ To whom be glory 


for ever and ever. Amen.” 


That was the way he started the Epis- 
tle. The very words of the salutation, 
describing his supernatural call as an 
apostle, threw down the gauntlet to the 
Judaizers. He wished it understood that

I have and am per- 
sonally supervising 
our relief ministry to 
the Hungarian refu- 
gees. | have seen 
their appalling physi- 
cal need, as well as 
their need for the 
comfort of God’s 
Word and the mes- 
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sage of salvation in this tragic hour; and 
since | speak the Hungarian language | 
was able to gain their confidence and to 
work more closely with them. 


The European Evangelistic Crusade Is 
continuing to send physical and spiritual 
aid to the Hungarian refugees who still 
continue to escape into Austria dally. 
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his commission came directly from Je- 


sus Christ and God the Father. 


Moreover, the great missionary con- 
gregation at Antioch was standing with 
him. He seemed amazed that a shadow 
of doubt would even be cast upon his 
person and ministry. He spoke straight 
from the shoulder. 


“I marvel that ye are so soon re- 
moved” and come under the influence 
of those who “would pervert the gospel 
of Christ.” If an angel should come 
from heaven and preach a different 
message than he had preached to them 
“let him be accursed.” 


He owed nothing to any human in- 
formant from Jerusalem, having “con- 
ferred not with flesh and blood,” but 
in the desert received his knowledge of 
eternal truth by divine revelation. 


True, he had made two short trips 
to Jerusalem since his conversion. On 
the first he visited with Peter and 
James. Fourteen years later, he attend- 
ed a counsel meeting, led the forces 
against Judaizers who were then active, 
and won a decisive victory. 


Titus, a Greek, became a symbol of 
the controversy. He was finally admit- 
ted into the Christian brotherhood 
without being saddled with Talmudic 
trappings. All men, regardless of na- 
tionality, must travel the same road in 
order to enjoy the advantages of per- 
sonal salvation. 


“O foolish Galatians, who hath be- 
witched you?” Have you lost your 
senses? “Are ye so foolish? having 
begun in the Spirit, are ye now made 
perfect by the flesh?” 


Even Abraham walked by faith, 





rather than sight. How could the Law, 
given centuries later, have contributed 
to his righteous behavior? Faith super- 
sedes anything the Judaizers have to 
offer. Their ceremonial practices are 
empty, nothing but sham, and devoid 
of meaning as far as a supernatural 
work in the soul is concerned. “The 
just shall live by faith.” 


Anyway, if even the Jews could hon- 
estly trace their physical lineage back 
to Abraham, they were in no way justi- 
fied before God. For the promises made 
to him were not according to “seeds, 
as of many; but as of one.” 


Paul was refreshing the memory of 
Galatian believers regarding the Gene- 
sis promise of a virgin-born Redeemer, 
to the effect that the “seed” of a wom- 
an would some day “bruise” the head 
of the serpent. 


The seed from which the body would 
be formed, to house deity, was poten- 
tially in the loins of Abraham. Promis- 
es made to him related to the “seed” 
(Christ) and not “seeds” (human des- 
cendants). He was in the bloodline that 
ran from Eden to the manger. 


As far as the flesh was concerned, 
Jews had no more about which to boast 
than the members of other races. The 
Galatian letter served to deflate the 
Jewish ego. “There is neither Jew nor 
Greek, there is neither bond nor free, 
there is neither male nor female: for 
ye are all one in Christ Jesus.” 


Then Paul drops these biting words 
into the letter: “I am afraid of you, 
lest I have bestowed upon you labour 
in vain.” He makes a powerful bid and 
puts everything into the argument that 
he possesses. 


“Stand fast,” he pleads, “in the liber- 
ty wherewith Christ hath made us free.” 
The letter concludes on this level. Don’t 
let yourselves be bound by the Juda- 
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izers! “For, brethren, ye have been 
called unto liberty.” 


And then a postscript was added, 
giving the letter an emotional touch, 
reminding those who heard it read 
publicly, that he had scars in his flesh 
from beatings suffered for Christ’s 
sake. Who could therefore say that he 
was less than a true apostle? 


The preservation of the Epistle to the 
Galatians and its inclusion in the New 
Testament canon is proof of its effec- 
tiveness. Paul had discovered a method 
for dealing with distant situations. He 
had previously written a letter to the 


Thessalonians from Corinth. Others 
would follow. 
TO EPHESUS 


There are suggestions that the situa- 
tion in Galatia may have caused Paul 
to leave Antioch earlier than would 
have otherwise been the case. He felt the 
urgency of again getting on the road. 


His third missionary tour took him 
over familiar ground, Galatian cities 
previously mentioned including Derbe. 
Lystra, Iconium, Antioch Pisidia and 
others. The letter had done much to 
correct the evils of the Judaizers, but 
now the courageous Apostle was able 
to meet the men and problems face to 
face. He hurried back to Ephesus, one 
of the largest and most flourishing cit- 
ies of Asia, and remained there approx- 
imately three years. 


Ephesus ranked third after Rome. 
among the metropolitan centers of the 
Empire. Only Alexandria and Antioch 
surpassed it for wealth, prestige and 
beauty. Located near the banks of the 
Maeander River, commerce flowed 
through the city to the sea. 


The Ephesians worshipped the Asi- 
atic goddess Diana, whose temple was 
one of the Seven Wonders of the world. 
A strong congregation of Christians 
was established almost within the shad- 
ow of this pagan edifice. 


While Paul was preaching in the 
provinces, a brilliant and sincere Jew 
from Alexandria, by the name of Apol- 
los, appeared in Ephesus. He possessed 
only limited light but had an effective 
testimony based upon snatches of truth 
received regarding the life and message 
of John the Baptist. 


Apollos had never seen Jesus or 
spoken to any of the disciples. He 
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knew, however, that a strange man 
preaching on the banks of the Jordan, 
had established the fact of Christ’s po- 
sition in Old Testament prophecy. For- 
tified with this one segment of Chris- 
tian truth, he went forth heralding the 
message. 


It will be recalled that Paul had sta- 
tioned Aquila and Priscilla, his old 
friends from Corinth, at Ephesus. They 
heard Apollos speak, understood his 
need of greater knowledge, and invited 
him into their home. Quietly and tact- 
fully, they recounted some of the things 
he had said, commended him gracious- 
ly and then proceeded to unfold deeper 
truths of the Gospel. They met with a 
wholehearted response. 


Paul placed a high estimate on Apol- 
los, who soon went to Corinth to serve 
the Church as leader and _ teacher. 
There he watered seed previously sown. 
Later, in his first Epistle to the Corinth- 
ians, Paul remarked: “I have planted, 
Apollos watered; but God gave the in- 
crease.” 


Reaching Ephesus, Paul used the 
local synagogue as a public rostrum, 
but soon encountered opposition. 
Thereupon, he did what a great many 
preachers have had to do in our times 
to keep from losing their message. He 
developed an independent ministry and 
engaged a public hall. 


An Ephesian scholar by the name of 
Tyrannus, had a school. Paul engaged 
the premises and spoke there every af- 
ternoon fer two years during the per- 
iod when people devoted themselves 
to relaxation, athletics, theaters, debates 
and milling about in public places. Ty- 
rannus dismissed his classes earlier in 


the day. 


The People’s Bible Encyclopedia of- 
fers this comment: “Public life in the 
Ionian cities ended regularly at the 
fifth hour (11 A.M.); thus Paul him- 
self would be free, and_ the lecture 
room would be disengaged after the 
fifth hour; and the time, which was de- 
voted generally to home life and rest, 
was supplied by him to mission work.” 


The effect of this ministry was far- 
reaching, so far that his biographer 
could say that everyone in Asia had 
heard the Gospel message. “So mighti- 
J grew the word of God and prevail- 
ed. 


It was under 


these circumstances 
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that Paul found himself, one day, at 
the mercy of a mob. The incident 
brings into focus the tremendous in- 
roads that his preaching was then mak- 
ing upon pagan thought and action. 


The Temple of Diana was one of the 
most remarkable buildings ever erect- 
ed. One hundred and twenty years went 
into its construction. Made of solid 
marble, it was surrounded by double 
rows of fluted pillars. There were ap- 
proaches on all sides, composed of 
fourteen marble steps which rose in 
tiers resembling layers of cake. At the 
base of each pillar, carved deep in the 
rock, were the lifelike figures of men 
and women. 


In the center of the Temple there was 
a secret chamber formed of pillars of 
green jasper. Suspended from the walls 
were costly gifts sent in by devotees in 
the provinces. Near the entrance there 
was an altar carved by Praxiteles. 


In one section a great purple cur- 
tain hung from the ceiling, behind 
which there was the wooden figure of 
a woman, corroded with age. This was 
Diana, the pagan goddess of the Ephe- 
sians which they believed fell from 
another world. 


Hence the reference: “Ye men of 
Ephesus, what man is there that know- 
eth not how that the city of the Ephe- 
sians is a worshipper of the great god- 
dess Diana, and of the image which fell 
down from Jupiter?” 


The idol was hideous in appearance, 
but concealed behind the mystic cur- 
tain, demanded and received the ador- 
ation of multitudes of people. Pilgrims 
visited the place, often coming great 
distances. 


There were silversmiths in Ephesus 
who made “silver shrines for Diana.” 
These were probably models purchased 
by visitors, or foreigners who either 
could not come and perform their de- 
votions, or having done so carried 
them away as memorials. At any rate, 
the trade provided lucrative returns 
for the artisans. 





Paul’s preaching was causing many 
to turn aside from idols and this inter- 
fered with the business of the silver- 
smiths, the leader of whom was one 
Demetrius. 


“Whom he called together with the 
workmen of like occupation, and said, 
Sirs, ye know that by this craft we have 
our wealth. Throughout all Asia, this 
Paul hath persuaded and turned away 
much people. So that not only this our 
craft is in danger to be set at nought: 
but also that the temple of the great 
goddess Diana should be despised.” 


Demetrius continued his harangue 
until the passions of a huge mob were 
ignited. The scene resembled a hurri- 
cane. “All with one voice about the 
space of two hours cried out, Great is 
Diana of the Ephesians.” 


Fearing for Paul’s safety, the author- 
ities restrained him from going near 
the tumult. Finally the “townclerk” 
was able to make himself heard, came 
to the Apostle’s defense and succeeded 
in dismissing the crowd in orderly 
fashion. The incident serves to illus- 
trate the force of the Gospel in its west- 
ward march against the powers of pa- 
ganism. Paul’s preaching produced re- 
sults. Mighty miracles were also per- 
formed at his hands. 


Within a matter of hours after the 
mob dispersed, Paul asked the Ephe- 
sus congregation to assemble and told 
the elders he felt the time had come for 
him to continue his missionary travels 
and leave at once for Macedonia. 
Thereupon, he preached a farewell ser- 
mon, embraced each elder and depart- 
ed, making his way northward in the 
direction of Troas. It was a touching 
scene. 


“And when he had thus spoken, he 
kneeled down, and prayed with them 
all. And they all wept sore, and fell 
on Paul’s neck, and kissed him, Sor- 
rowing most of all for the words which 
he spake, that they should see his face 
no more. And they accompanied him 
unto the ship.”

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THE UNVEILING OF CHRIST 
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THE FOUR GOSPELS, Matthew, 

Mark, Luke, and John, which were 
written later than 50 A.D. concentrate 
on the birth, incidents, death and resur- 
rection of our Lord. Although they 
were written by men who lived to see 
the dawn of a new day by the coming 
of the Holy Spirit, their writings cov- 
ered a very short period of time. The 
time of their schooling with the Master 
was about three and a half years. 


Had not God raised up Paul and 
given him a true revelation, we would 
be very much in the dark as to the 
truths of redemption, the church, the 
second coming of Christ, the resurrec- 
tion, and the things to follow. 


Peter and John had a brief vision of 
His unveiling on the Mount of Trans- 
figuration and fell on their faces. Paul 
was also blinded at the first sight of 
the Lord. Matthew says, “His face did 
shine as the sun.” Large convocations 
of people have stood in awe at the un- 
veiling of some monument of a man of 
renown. But no human unveiling can 
compare with the divine unveiling of 


Christ. 


One is startled after reading these 
four books and then abruptly begin 
with Acts 2:1-4. What a change! He 
then gets a glimpse of the unveiled 
Christ as Lord. Then if he pursues the 
reading of the books of the New Testa- 
ment in the order written, he comes to 
the Ephesian epistle in the very center 
of the New Testament and the richest 
in the depths of God’s redemption plan. 


Ephesians is the Alps of God’s moun- 
tain range of revelation truth. This 
epistle was probably written during 
Paul’s imprisonment in Rome. Paul 
was at his best when in chains. He was 
in chains when King Agrippa trembled 
under the mighty persuasive truths 
spoken, and exclaimed, “Paul, almost 
thou persuadest me to be a Christian.” 
The saints of old, in chains, in dun- 
geons and in flames of fire, gave forth 
incorruptible gems of truth that will 
live forever. Never does the Church of 
Jesus Christ shine with such heavenly 
brilliancy as in the time of adversity 
and persecution.

The real unveiling of Jesus was not 
seen while He walked the shores of 
Galilee and the streets of Jerusalem. He 
wore a covering, a veil of humanity 
that hid His true deity. He was known 
as the son of man, the carpenter’s son, 
the son of Joseph and Mary. Only on 
extraordinary occasions was He, by 
the Spirit, made known to a few as the 
Son of the Highest. 


This fulfilled the prophecy of Isaiah: 
“For he shall grow up before him as a 
tender plant, and as a root out of a dry 
ground: he hath no form nor comeli- 
ness; and when we shall see him, there 
is no beauty that we should desire 
him.” 

When Jesus spoke of His death and 
of His body being in the heart of the 
earth three days and three nights, the 
disciples did not understand. When He 
spoke of going into heaven they under- 
stood not this saying, and their reply 
was, “We know not whither thou goest; 
and how can we know the way.” 


Peter rebuked the Master when He 
spoke of His death and resurrection 
and said, “be this far from you.” He 
drew a sword in defense of his Lord. 
The disciples did not have the vision 
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of Christ being their substitute in death, 
On the cross He was deserted. 


They looked upon the crucifixion 
only as a murderous act. His mother 
did not understand why He thus died, 
The meaning was hidden from natural 
comprehension. After three days and 
nights, when He came forth from the 
grave, some of His closest associates 


doubted. Consider Thomas. 
On that beautiful Lord’s day, the 


resurrection day, when the two disciples 
were walking to Emmaus conversing 
over recent events and how their hopes 
had been overthrown, they were badly 
discouraged and disappointed. What 
must the Lord have thought when He 
overtook them and knew the subject of 
their conversation. It is not to be 
wondered that “he said unto them, 0 
fools and slow of heart to believe all 
that the prophets have spoken.” 


In the hours of suffering when dark- 
ness settled over the scene of Calvary 
and the rocks were rent by a convulsion 
of the earth, something happened, 
something else was torn, more signifi- 
cant than the rending of the rocks. The 
veil (the human flesh) of our Lord 
was torn by a spear. Simultaneously, 
in Jerusalem, the veil of the Temple 
was rent from the top to the bottom by 
heavenly hands. Thus the veil of the 
typical temple and that of the anti- 
typical temple (Jesus Christ) were rent 
at the same time. 


The human form of Jesus Christ was 
taken down from the cross and placed 
in Joseph’s tomb. On Calvary the veil 
was torn, that veil which from Adam to 
Calvary had long separated man from 
heaven. After three days and nights 
the conquering, resurrected Son of 
God, the quickening spirit, came forth 
with all the brightness and immortality 
of His Father, yes, in the express image 
of God. Is it to be wondered that Mary 


at the tomb did not recognize Him until 








He said, “Mary.” 


One look at Jesus Christ in His un- 
veiled beauty dazzled the sight of Paul. 
His natural sight was gone. Hear what 
he says: “Wherefore henceforth know 
we no man after the flesh: yea, though 
we have known Christ after the flesh, 
yet now henceforth know we him no 
more. Therefore if any man be in 
Christ, he is a new creature: old things 
are passed away; behold, all things are 
become new.” (Second Corinthians 5: 


16-17) 
What a living, conquering Christ we 





have! The graves were opened at His 
death; the sealed stone was rolled away | 
at His resurrection, and at His final | 
ascension into heaven, the everlasting | 
doors were lifted up and the curtain | 
rent. 
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“VERILY I say unto thee, Thou shalt 

by no means come out thence, till 
thou hast paid the uttermost farthing.” 
Matthew 5:26. 


It is incumbent upon the preacher 
who gives a salvation message, to set 
forth both the poverty of the sinner 
and the riches of grace in Christ Jesus. 


The time must come when the sinner 
realizes his utter unworthiness, and sole 
dependence upon the mercy of God. He 
possesses nothing with which to buy 
salvation. It is a gift of grace. 


Charlotte Elliott came to Caesar Mi- 
lan and asked how she could become 
a Christian. The old man replied: “My 
dear, it is very simple. You have but 
simply to come to Jesus.” 


She said to him: “But I am a very 
great sinner. Will He take me just as 
I am?” 


“Yes, He will take you just as you 
are, and no other way.” 


Then she said: “If He will take me 
just as I am, I will come.” She went 
home to her room, sat down at her desk 
and wrote the beautiful words of the 
invitation hymn: 


Just as I am, 
Without one plea... 
O Lamb of God, 

| come, I come. 


This is the way Charlotte Elliott 
came to Christ, and thousands of others 





have since been moved to the same 
decision by singing the song she wrote. 


It seems to me that every unsaved 
person has a threefold obligation. 


I. OBLIGATION TO SELF 


First of all is the debt to yourself. 
You owe yourself a clear conscience, a 
clean character and a wholesome re- 
cord. Look in the mirror if you would 
see the person who stands to benefit 
most from your acceptance of Christ. 


Many a man’s life has become hope- 
lessly confused, because he failed to 
straighten his conduct according to the 
plumb line given to the world, by the 
Son of God. There is no substitute for 
character. 


Christ’s power goes deep enough in a 
man’s life to make him straight, clean, 
strong and courageous. He saves both 
from and to. 


From sin and to a noble life! 


Human effort alone does not suffice 
in drawing up a philosophy for regu- 
lating conduct on high levels. Morality 
and decency do not go far enough. 
More than correct attitudes and rela- 
tionships are needed. As the fruit of 
the Spirit of God ripens in a life, the 
characteristics and assets of righteous 
living will develop quite naturally. 


The story is told of a man who pro- 
fessed conversion in a revival service. 


He had been a drunkard. A few days 
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later, his old gray horse was seen hitch- 
ed in front of the same saloon. True 
salvation changes hitching posts. 


Il. OBLIGATION TO LOVED ONES 


You are writing a daily record for 
succeeding generations to read. Your 
diary is being kept without pen, pencil 
or parchment. Some day the book will 
be opened. 


You will be remembered after death 
by the kind of a life you have lived. Of 
Stephen, it was said: “He was a good 
man, full of faith and the Holy Ghost.” 
An enviable biography! 


I recall as a boy, that we children 
were deprived of many things other fam- 
ilies enjoyed. We underwent hardships 
because father was poor. The home suf- 
fered from a long sickness and other 
misfortunes. Then mother died. I was 
six years old. Our home was tempo- 
rarily shattered and we drifted apart. 
This broke father’s heart and he re- 
solved to bring us together again. 


He finally succeeded and we lived 
many years without the touch of a 
mother’s hand and the love of a moth- 
er’s heart. But father led every one of 
us boys to Christ. He taught us to pray 
and love the Bible. 


Those years of adversity and trial 
were marked by an exemplary life on 
his part and unwavering faith in God. 
He enriched my life with a wealth of 
which the world knows nothing — 
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something better, far better, than silver 
and gold. 


The memory of godly parents brings 
blessing to children which cannot be 
computed. There are broken altars in 
homes all about us that can be rebuilt 
only by the presence of Christ. America 
has no greater need today than family 
religion. 


At the closing service of one of our 
evangelistic campaigns in the West, a 
father sat with his little boy directly in 
front of me, when I quoted the follow- 
ing: 


To feel his little hands in mine 
So clinging and so warm, 
To know he thinks me strong enough 
To keep him safe from harm; 
To see his simple faith in all 
That I can say or do, ' 
It sort o’ shames a fellow, but It 
Makes him better, too; 

And I’m trying hard to be the 
Man he fancies me to be, 
Because | have this chap at home, 

Who thinks the world o’ me. 


1 would not dissappoint his trust 
For anything on earth, 

Nor let him know how little | Just 
Naturally am worth. 

But after all, it’s easier, that 
Brighter road to climb, 

With the little hands behind me 
To push me all the time. 

And I reckon I’m a better man 
Than what | used to be, 

Because | have this chap at home 
Who thinks the world o’ me. 


Tears streamed down the father’s 
cheeks as I spoke, and he yielded to 
Christ, because there was quickened in 
him a sense of obligation to a loved 
one. 


Ill. OBLIGATION TO GOD 


David was guilty of the dual sins of 
adultery and murder. He sent a man 
into battle to face certain death, in or- 
der to get the victim’s wife. The deed 
was uncovered by the prophet Nathan 
who pointed an accusing finger and 
said: “Thou art the man.” 


Nathan used a riddle to expose the 
crime. He told about a man who had 
stolen a lamb. David was incensed by 
the narrative and said the evildoer 
should be compelled to repay fourfold. 
He was unwittingly sentencing himself, 
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because his own crop of sin produced 
a fourfold harvest. 


First: The son born of the illicit love 
which Nathan exposed. lay dying. Da- 
vid’s anguish knew no bounds. He sob- 
bed his heart in prayer but trembling 
servants were forced to bring the sad 
news of the child’s death. 


Second: David’s beautiful daughter 
was lured into the quarters of her 
brother on the pretext that he was sick. 
There she became the prey of Amnon’s 
lust. 


Third: Absalom, another brother. 
hated Amnon for the deed. He pre- 
pared a feast, to which many guests 
were invited. Absalom arranged for 
servants to drive a dagger into Am- 
non’s back when the latter would come 
under the influence of strong drink. 


Fourth: When David was old, he 
fled into hiding because Absalom turn- 
ed the people against him and organiz- 
ed an insurrection. There was a fierce 
battle. The old King still loved his re- 
bellious son. After the din of battle 
ended, word was brought of Absalom’s 
death. “O my son Absalom! would 
God I had died for thee, O Absalom, 


my son, my son!” 


David’s lamentation brings to our 
mind the old adage that “chickens 
come home to roost.” If we violate a 
law in nature, such as gravity, a penal- 
ty will be exacted. Physical laws may 
be broken only at personal risk. If this 
be true, how much more dangerous to 
break God’s laws of the moral universe, 
which have to do with things eternal! 


Seventy-five per cent of the business 
of our Country, is said to be run on 
borrowed capital. In like manner, you 
have been using God’s capital all your 
life. “In him we live, and move, and 
have our being.” 
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He has given you food to eat, water 
to drink and air to breathe. You are a 
physical debtor. Your moral and spirit- 
ual debt is, however. greater. Spiritual- 
lv you are a bankrupt. for “all have 
sinned and come short of the glory of 
God.” “All have sinned.” 


Now I will read vou the law concern- 
ing sin, Ezekiel 18:4. “The soul that 
sinneth it shall die.” Die! This is the 
law. Water runs downhill. not up. It’s 
the law. The Pole Star shines out of 
the north, not the south. It’s the law. 
The sun rises in the east, not the west. 
It’s the law. 


God’s justice and law must be satis- 
fied. His moral laws are as unerring 
as those in the material world. He can- 
not swerve from perfect, everlasting 
and infinite justice. 


Paul declares that God has establish- 
ed His righteousness and all the world 
is guiltv. No man of himself is justi- 
fied. God, because of His infinite per- 
fection. is under the great and eternal 
obligation of retaining that perfect jus- 
tice. This compels Him. bv the immut- 
able law of His own perfection. to de- 
mand full satisfaction. The word “pen- 
alty” therefore falls from the lips of an 
outraged, yet righteous Judge. Law 
knows no mercy, only justice. You can- 
not escape your obligation to God. 


MERCY’S PROVISION 
Suspend the penalty? Never! 


“Thou shalt by no means come out 
thence, till thou hast paid the uttermost 
farthing.” 

But God’s mercy satisfies the law of 
justice. “What the law could not do, 
in that it was weak through the flesh, 
God sending his own Son in the like- 
ness of sinful flesh, and for sin, con- 
demned sin in the flesh.” 


“He that knew no sin became sin, that 
we might become the righteousness of 
God in Him.” Literally. He became the 
sin offering. He paid the penalty. 
“Christ died for our sins according to 
the Scriptures.” 


“How do you think you are justified 
before God?” said an Irish clergyman 
to a man in his parish. 


“How sir? By the righteousness of 
Christ. to be sure!” 


“Well. I want you to tell me what 
vou understand by the righteousness of 


Christ.” 
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The man hesitated for a moment and 
then replied: “Suppose, sir, I want to 
go to Limerick. I go down to the rail- 
way station, and try to get into a car- 
riage. A porter comes up to me and 
asks for my ticket. I am obliged to 
tell him I have none, and have no 
money to buy one. He pushes me back, 
and says I must not go. 


“A kind, rich man is standing by; 
he says to me, ‘I will purchase a ticket 
for you.’ This he does, and hands it to 
me. I show it to the porter, who then 
allows me to get into a carriage, and 
away I go to Limerick. In the same 
way I want to go to heaven. I have no 
way of purchasing the title to it. Jesus 
sees my anxiety to go. He died to pay 
the debt of my sins. He gives me His 
righteousness. I show this to God, and 
as the railway ticket admitted me to 
the train, it gives me a title to heaven 
which of myself I did not possess, and 
by my own power I could never have 
obtained.” 


GETHSEMANE TO CALVARY 


Gethsemane is more than a garden, 
or an olive yard near the base of the 
Mount of Olives. It is the place of 
sorrow and a broken heart. Here the 
Lord sweat drops of blood. 


He prayed, “O, Father, if it be pos- 
sible, let this cup pass from me: never- 
theless not as I will, but as thou wilt.” 


What was the cup? Why this cry? 


Was it because He was about to be 
treated as a sinner, mocked as a sinner, 
dragged before officials as a sinner, 
cursed as a sinner, condemned as a sin- 
ner and put to death as a sinner? 


The treatment to which He was sub- 
jected becomes understandable only in 
the light of II Corinthians 5:21, “For 
he hath made him to be sin for us, who 
knew no sin; that we might be made 
the righteousness of God in him.” 


Justice and mercy met in Him, the 
day He hung on Calvary’s Cross. God 
is justified in granting forgiveness, be- 
cause His Son met all the demands of 
justice and bore the penalty of the law. 
The sinner is justified in accepting for- 
giveness because the Son became his 
substitute and sin bearer. 


The cry from Golgotha’s brow, “Eloi. 


Eloi, lama sabachthani” (My God, my 
God, why hast thou forsaken me?), 
meant that the last farthing of sin’s 
penalty had been paid. 


When Clara Barton was engaged in 
the Red Cross work in Cuba, during 
the Spanish-American War, ex-Presi- 
dent Roosevelt (then Colonel Roose- 
velt) came to her desiring to buy some 
special foods for the sick and wounded 
men under his command. His request 
was refused. 


Roosevelt was troubled; he loved 
his men, and was ready to pay for the 
supplies out of his own pocket. “How 
can I get these things?” he said; “I 
must have proper food for my sick 
men. 


“Just ask for them, Colonel,” said 
the surgeon in charge of the Red Cross 
headquarters. ‘Oh,” said Roosevelt, 
his face breaking into a smile, “then I 
do ask for them.” And he got them at 
once; but through grace, and not by 
purchase. If men could buy the grace 
of a quiet conscience and a restful 
heart, many would attend such an auc- 
tion; but no one can have this chain of 
heaven’s gold except by the free grace 
of God, which is offered to us every 
one. 


The following incident, reproduced 
from a book by Dr. Aquilla Webb, ex- 
plains the position of the sinner and 
the decision he must make in order to 
be saved. 


Four years after the Titanic went 
down, a young Scotsman rose in a 
meeting in Hamilton, Canada, and said: 
“T am a survivor of the Titanic. When 
I was drifting alone on a spar on that 
awful night, the tide brought Mr. John 
Harper, of Glasgow, also on a piece of 
wreck, near me. ‘Man,’ he said, ‘are 
you saved?’ ‘No,’ I said, ‘I am not.’ He 
replied, ‘Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and thou shalt be saved.’ 


“The waves bore him away; but 
strange to say, brought him back a 
little later, and he said, ‘Are you saved 
now?’ ‘No,’ I said, ‘I cannot honestly 
say that I am.’ He said again, ‘Believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou 
shalt be saved,’ and shortly after he 
went down; and there, alone in the 
night, and with two miles of water 
under me, I believed. I am John Har- 
per’s last convert.”

R. FRANK CHODOROV, noted 
economist and authority on the 
Constitution, has written a book that 
places him far ahead of the times en- 
titled ... “The Income Tax, Root of 
All Evil.” 


He brings into focus fatal flaws in 
the Federal Income Tax Law and for- 
mulates a plan of correction. Nations 
have destroyed themselves through de- 
fective tax systems in the past, and Mr.

R. CHODOROV is by no means 
alone. A trend is developing. Per- 
haps public opinion will become mobi- 
lized and a program of action hard- 
ened before it is too late. 


Former Governor J. Bracken Lee of 
Utah, who wrote the Foreword to “The 
Income Tax, Root of All Evil,” thinks 
there is hope, if a sufficient number of 
people can be given the facts and 
stirred to action in a minimum of time. 
A vast amount of educating remains 
to be done. 


The average citizen suffers from the 
handicap of being so near the forest 
that the trees obstruct his view. The 
cause of the Nation’s woes is as close 
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as the annual income tax forms which 
he fills out and mails into the Govern. 
ment — but most people are oblivious 
to this fact. 


“The Early American recognized the 
need of some sort of government, to 
keep order, to protect him in the ex. 
ercise of his rights, and to look after 
his interests in foreign lands, says Gov- 
ernor Lee. “But, he wanted it under. 
stood that the powers of that govern. 
ment would be clearly defined and be 
limited. 


“It was in recognition of this fear 
of centralized power that the Founding 
Fathers put into the Constitution — it 
never would have been ratified without 
them — very specific restraints on the 
federal government ... 


“The Sixteenth Amendment changed | 
all that. In the first place, by enabling | 
the federal government to put its hands 
into the pockets and pay envelopes of | 
the people, it drew their allegiance 
away from their local (State) govern 
ments. It made them citizens of the 
United States rather than of their re 
spective States. 


Their loyalty followed their money, 
which was now taken from them not by | 
their local representatives, over whom 
they had some control, but by the rep- 
resentatives of the other forty-seven 
States. They became subject to the will 
of the central government, and their 
state of subjection was emphasized hy 
every increase in the income tax levies 


“In that way, the whole spirit of the 
Union and of its Constitution has been 
liquidated. Income taxation has made 
of the United States as completely cen- 
tralized a nation as any that went be. 
fore it; the very kind of establishment 
the Founding Fathers abhorred was set 
up by this simple change in the tax 
laws. 


“The Sixteenth Amendment must be} 
repealed. Nothing less will do. For it) 
is only because it has this enormous» 
revenue, that the federal government 
is able to institute procedures that vio- 
late the individual’s right to himsel 
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and his property; enfercement agencies 
must be paid. 


“With the repeal of the Amendment, 
the socialistic measures visited upon us 
these past thirty years will vanish. The 
purchase of elections with federal 
money will no longer be possible. And 
the power and dignity of the home gov- 
ernments will be restored.”

ME: CHODOROV goes back to I 
Kings, chapter 12, for precedent. 
He introduces King Rehoboam, son of 
Solomon, who used taxation to keep 
his subjects under the domination of a 
centralized government. Income tax be- 
came a “yoke” for maintaining the po- 
litical establishment of the times. 


We read: “The yoke symbolizes the 
beast of burden, who, of course, has 
no right of property. When the human 
is similarly deprived of what he has 
produced — which is the essence of in- 
come taxation — he is indeed degrad- 
ed to the status of an ox.” 


A delegation called on Rehoboam, 
requesting that the tax burden be made 
“lighter” than was the case with Solo- 
mon. The King agreed to take the mat- 
ter under advisement and apparently 
discussed it with officials of the court. 


The record says that “the king an- 
swered the people roughly” and said: 
“Whereas my father did lade you with 
a heavy yoke, I will add to your yoke: 
my father hath chastised you with 
whips, but I will chastise you with 
scorpions.” 


This action spelled out the doom of 
the kingdom. 


Income taxation is a very old cus- 
tom. Antiquarians find mention of the 
practice in the annals of Egypt, as far 
back as 1580 B.C. Punishment for in- 
come tax evasion is not a modern in- 
vention. Gibbon, the Roman historian, 
mentions the use of racks and scourges 
up to the fourth century, as instru- 
ments for getting the truth out of sus- 
pected invaders. 


Mr. Chodorov mentions that the peo- 
ple rose up against Rehoboam’s chief 
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tax collector, Hadoram, and met him 
with such a hail of stones “that he 
died.” Methods less drastic are advo- 
cated, in the book under consideration, 
for correcting current abuses. 


* * * 


ME: CHODOROV argues that the 

Sixteenth Amendment violates the 
Constitution of the United States by 
violating property rights and places the 
federal Government in the position of 
saying to the citizens: 

“Your earnings are not exclusively 
your own; we have a claim on them, 
and our claim precedes yours; we will 
allow you to keep some of it, because 
we recognize your need, not your right, 
but whatever we grant you for your- 
self is for us to decide.” 


Mr. Chodorov insists that this is not 
an exaggeration and gives his reasons: 


“Take a look at the income tax re- 
port that you are required by law to 
make out, and you will see that the 
government arbitrarily sets down the 
amount of your income you may have 
for your living, for your business re- 
quirements, for the maintenance of 
your family, for medical expenses, and 
so on. After granting these exemptions, 





with a flourish of generosity, the gov- 
ernment decides what percentage of 
the remainder it will appropriate. The 
rest you may have.” 


The legalized confiscation of private 
property will, if not checked, eventual- 
ly destroy the capitalistic system and 
usher in Socialism, “which is Commu- 
nism.” All socialists, beginning with 
Karl Marx, have advocated income tax- 
ation, the heavier the better. 


Marx first advocated, in the Com- 
munist Manifesto of 1848, income and 
inheritance taxation as a means for de- 
stroying private property. Thereafter, 
every Socialist party platform included 
this plank. 


The reader learns that: “The basic 
tenet of Communism is the vesting of 
all property rights in the state. Already 
nearly one third of our national in- 
come is being taxed away from us. One 
or two more national ‘emergencies’ can 
well bring about the confiscation of 
the other two thirds, and thus effect 
the final transition to Communism.”

“The Constitution of 1789 barred 
the income tax. The Fathers could not 
have put it in, even if they had a mind 
to, and there is no evidence that they 


had. 


“A century later, when Americans 
were flirting with this invasion of pro- 
perty rights, legal minds tried to twist 
the language of the Constitution to 
their support. Whatever crumbs of 
comfort they got out of word juggling, 
the fact is that the Americans of 1789 
would have none of this income tax. 
They were not that kind of people.” 


The principal cause of the American 
Revokition was abnormal tax demands 
by the British crown. Early settlers 
along the Atlantic seaboard looked up- 
on taxation as a form of tyranny but 
were willing to compromise if granted 
satisfactory “representation.” But, 
“Taxation without representation” was 
abhorrent. 


In the important matter of taxation, 
the Constitution granted the new Gov- 
ernment only limited powers: import 
tariffs and excise taxes. Even the lat- 
ter were grudgingly admitted. Alexan- 
der Hamilton wanted greater income 
from tariffs but (in the Federalist Pa- 
pers) rejected the idea of income tax- 
ation. 


Abraham Lincoln instituted the first 
income tax law of American history as 
an emergency measure resulting from 
war. The debate in Congress over this 
major change of fiscal policy makes 
curious reading. It was tacitly agreed 
that the law, being a direct tax, was 
unconstitutional. An expediency was ac- 
cepted to meet an emergency. 


The income tax law. or laws, of the 
Lincoln administration specified a ter- 
minal date of 1870. The last one actu- 
ally continued until 1872. They were 
looked upon as war measures.

The latter part of the nineteenth cen- 
tury witnessed intensified infiltration 
of socialistic doctrines from the old 
world. The idea of a graduated income 
tax was included. Karl Marx, the 
prophet of Socialism, had written that 
this was the perfect weapon for destroy- 
ing the hated capitalistic system. 


“It took Americans a long time to 
see eye-to-eye with the socialists on this 
matter of abolishing Capitalism, for the 
tradition of private property was too 
strongly imbedded in their culture,” 
says Mr. Chodorov, “but the income 
tax appealed to them (demagogues who 
fanned the passions of the people) as 
a means for wreaking their vengeance 
on those they hated — that is, those 
who had more than they had. 


“By 1891, the Populists, who had by 
that time coagulated into the People’s 
Party, included an income tax plank in 
their platform.” 


From this point on, Mr. Chodorov 
uncovers step by step, and with meti- 
culous care, the trail of events which 
led up to the Sixteenth Amendment. 


The chapter on “Corruption and 
Corruption” is difficult to take. It docu- 
ments the demoralization of American 
politics and lays responsibility largely 
at the door of the Income Tax Law. 
The index of national character has 
gone steadily downward since 1913. 


The system is indicted as follows: 
“The Internal Revenue Bureau is 
charged with the task of enforcing an 
immoral law, a law that violates the 
principle of private property. Every 
one of us is regarded as a potential law- 
breaker, as far as the income tax law 
is concerned.”

with constructive suggestions for a 
remedy. He believes the Republic as 
organized by the Founding Fathers 
can be saved. 


Note is taken of New Deal devilment 
which resulted in losses that must now 
be retrieved: “The American brand of 
Socialism known as the New Deal was 
made possible by the income tax. With 
the advent of income taxation, Social- 
ism was unavoidable.” 


Socialistic nostrums must be discard- 
ed. The axe must be laid at the root 
of the tree.

Repeal of the Sixteenth Amendment 
would be a revolution, rather than a 
reform. A reform is a change. A revo- 
lution, whether violent or orderly, is a 
transference of power. 


Mr. Chodorov says: “A new Ameri- 
can revolution was initiated in 1913, 
when the government was invested with 
the power to confiscate private proper- 
ty.

THE GREATEST heritage that has 

fallen to any single people in the 
history of human government is the 
Federal Constitution of the United 
States. When William Pitt, prime min- 
ister of England read it, he exclaimed: 
“It will be the wonder and admiration 
of all future generations and the model 
of all future constitutions.” 


The immortal document became to 
the science of government all that the 
ten digits were to mathematics, the al- 
phabet to language, and the scale to 
music. 


Before the Constitution was written, 
the pendulum of government through- 
out the centuries had swung back and 
forth from monarch to mob. It provid- 
ed a middle ground between the two 
extremes of autocracy on the one hand 
and democracy on the other, the golden 
mean between hereditary and direct 
government. 


The Founding Fathers established a 
Republic, not a Democracy. There is a 
difference between the two systems. 


Democracy means government by di- 
rect action, in which the people speak 
and act directly, the logical end being 
mob rule and anarchy. 


Republic means powers delegated to 
regularly selected representatives with 
authority to act and assume responsi- 
bility. 

A Democracy gives too much partic- 
ipation to the people. Socialistic Dic- 
tatorship gives too little. A Republic 
provides for a wise exercise of the law 
of selection, deliberate action and or- 
derly procedure, and gives just enough 
participation to the people. 


No one has yet been able to point 
out within the Constitution, the faint- 
est hint of a suggestion that it was in- 
tended to provide for direct action in 
any way. The slogan of World War I 
about making “the world safe for de- 
mocracy” was a misnomer. 


Many difficulties which confront us 
today, result from the abandonment of 
principles embedded in the Constitu- 


tion. The last three decades have wit- 
nessed a drift away from the sound 
statesmanship of representative govern- 
ment in a Republic, toward the deceit- 
ful demagogism of direct government.

Measures have been enacted that 
would make the Founding Fathers turn 
over in their graves! 











The flexibility of the Constitution is 
one of its many virtues.

the more direct attack of the Federal 
Government on their rights, will be 
even more vigorous in their support of 
these Amendments. 


“When this vast ground swell rolls 
up from the very bottom of America’s 
heart and engulfs the Congress, no 
tricks of the left wing propagandists, 
no matter how cunning, will be able to 
prevent their enactment. The power of 
conspirators and minorities to sneak 
America into subversions will be sub- 
stantially restricted.” 


1. BYRD-BRIDGES AMENDMENT. 
To require annual budget balancing by 
limiting Congressional expenditures in 
any fiscal year to the estimated receipts 
of the Government for that fiscal year, 
except in times of dire emergency to be 
determined by three-fourths vote of the 
Congress. 


2. REED-DIRKSEN AMENDMENT. 
To eliminate to a large extent the hea- 
vy progressive rate feature from our 
income tax system without impairing 
the power of Congress to raise revenue. 
This Amendment limits the top rate of 
income taxes, but permits Congress to 
exceed the limit by a three-fourths vote. 
This Amendment also returns to the 
States the sole right to tax inheritances 
and gifts. 


3. MUNDT-COUDERT AMEND.- 
MENT. To reform the electoral college 
by choosing electors by Congressional 
districts plus two at large to correspond 
with each State’s two United States Sen- 
ators. This Amendment is designed to 
take away the excessive power now ex- 
ercised by the minority groups in the 
larger cities under the present elector- 
al college system. 


4, REED-WALTER AMENDMENT. 
To give to 36 States full power to 
amend the Constitution without the in- 
tervention of Congress. 


5. BRICKER AMENDMENT. To 
prevent the overriding of our Constitu- 
tion and our domestic law by means of 
the treaty power. 


A detailed study of these Amend- 
ments, considered against the back- 
ground of current trends toward Social- 
ism, is needed to bring out their full 
importance. The complete text of the 
proposals, together with clarifying dis- 
cussions, can be obtained by writing 
their respective sponsors at Washing- 
ton.

HE FEBRUARY 1, 1957 issue of 

“Committee Reporter,” official pub- 
lication of the American Jewish Com- 
mittee, New York City, contains a re- 
port captioned, “Christmas in July.” 


This odd statement means that Jews 
now feel that they have, in other years, 
waited too late to start opposing Christ- 
mas programs and will hereafter launch 
their opposition earlier in the year. 
The article states: 


“The American Jewish Committee 
recommends a quiet reconnaisance be- 
fore the forays are launched on what 
schools observe Christmas and how 
they observe it ... and it should never 
be a one-man foray. 


“Once the reconnaisance has been 
made, and the necessary information 
obtained, the time is right for intensive 
discussions among representative local 
Jewish leaders and rabbis. 


“For schools where the existing situ- 
ation needs remedying, the most effec- 
tive way is to undertake a sober, year- 
round program designed to acquaint 
the Christian clergy, the school person-

nel, and others, with the views held by 
Jewish organizations on the broader 
question of religion in the public 
schools.” 

The statement goes on to blame lack 
of greater success in the anti-Christmas 
movement on the delay in waiting until 
the last days prior to Christmas before 
raising the issue of carol singing and 
other yuletide festivities. The American 
Jewish Committee recommends that op- 
position, to be effective, should be 
launched as early as July. 


The beautiful little city of Sierra 
Madre, California was apparently cho- 
sen as the proving ground, with its pub- 
lic children serving as guinea pigs for 
the experiment. January, instead of 
July, was chosen as the month.

“To oppose encroachments on public 
education such as Bible reading, relig- 
ious celebrations in the schools, prayer 
and released time programs ... These 
are divisive and violate the Constitu- 
tion and purpose of public education.” 


On the very next day, January 28th, 
one letter, written by a Jewish couple 
of Sierra Madre was received by the 
local board of education objecting to 
the presentation of the typical Christ- 
mas program with religious motifs in 
the public schools. 


It should be noted that of the five 
school board members, one is the wife 
of a Jewish doctor, while another mem- 
ber, an attorney, recently married a 
Jewess. There was one dissenting vote, 
that of Mrs. Stanley Coutant. 


Came Monday evening, February 
4th, and the action of the board (abol- 
ishing the Nativity scene, the singing 
of carols and other things associated 
with annual Christmas celebrations) 
sparked a heated debate at a Parent- 
Teacher Association gathering, presid- 
ed over by the president, Mrs. Charles 
Fretz. 


Mr. Fretz was also present, and these 
two fine Americans led the fight against 
the un-American ruling. There were 
numerous expressions to the effect that 
the board immediately rescind its ac- 
tion or face a recall election. 


This the board, backed by Zionist 
power, arrogantly refused to do. The 
feeling increased that the Sierra Madre 
incident was a “trial balloon” in the 
California area, and if the ban could 
be made to stick, other western com- 
munities would be invaded according 
to the pattern successfully used by 
Jews in the east. 


An examination of annual budget 
listings by the American Jewish Com- 
mittee, the Anti-Defamation League of 
B’nai B'rith and other Jewish groups, 
shows that enormous sums are appro- 
priated for this type of propaganda. 
There also exists a network of subsi- 
diary organizations committed to this 
and similar objectives. 


I refer to groups like the “New York 
State Committee for Equality in Edu- 
cation” headed by B’nai B’rith and 
Zionist leaders, and leftist sympathiz- 
ers, of the Judge Meier Steinbrink, 
Joseph Lash, G. Bromley Oxnam 
(Methodist Bishop) type. This organi- 
zation carries on high pressure activi- 
ties for the abolishment of Christmas 
and other Christian observances in the 
public schools. 


It is reported to specialize in cen- 
soring, preparing and suggesting 





scripts and manuscripts for clergymen, 
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authors, publishers, radio speakers and 
others in the interest of promoting 
Zionist propaganda. 


It would be well to read this organi- 
zation’s “Superintendent’s Bulletin No. 
14, dated December 6, 1955, directed 
to the Sayreville public schools, State 
of New Jersey, and signed by R. S. 
Pollack, superintendent. In this docu- 
ment the Jewish superintendent sug- 
gested that “It might be well to replan 
the Christmas programs with their 
hymns and anthems and to avoid pa- 
geants involving the Nativity scene, an- 
gels and similar props,” in order to be 
in accord with official agencies in 
charge of enforcing anti-discrimina- 
tion statutes.” The document was op- 
posed by the Sayreville school board, 
which compelled the superintendent to 
rescind it. 


Another incident is noteworthy, this 
time in White Plains, New York where 
superintendent of schools, Palmer L. 
Ewing, yielded to the pressure of three 
local rabbis and arbitrarily eliminated 
the Nativity scene and singing of 
Christmas carols from schools under 
his jurisdiction. A crowd of over 1200 
irate citizens appeared before the 
school board, loudly protesting the ac- 
tion. According to reports, the order 
was rescinded. 


On Thursday, February 7th, a spe- 
cial meeting of the Sierra Madre school 
board was attended by some 400 per- 
sons for a public discussion of the ar- 
bitrary decision to eliminate Christmas 
activities from the city schools. It took 
but a moment, after the meeting was 
organized, to sense that feelings were 
running high with indignation against 
those who had taken away from chil- 
dren the one great school program of 
all the year — the sweetest story ever 
told, the enactment of the Nativity 
scene of Jesus Christ. 


As the meeting progressed, strong 
expressions were heard in all parts of 
the auditorium, particularly from the 
floor, as speakers demanded to know 
why there should be submission to the 
dictates of the school board in this mat- 
ter, especially when Jews were loudest 
in their demands for tolerance. 


Above the hubbub came the raucous 





voice of one of the board members, 
who stated that he would be violating 
his oath as an attorney to uphold the 
Constitution, if he favored “that type 
of Christmas program involving the 
Nativity scene.” His ridiculous state- 
ment was met with boos and jeers from 
the audience. One speaker, Mr. Caden 
Jenkins, declared that “If this school 
board doesn’t resign or back up, I'll be 
happy to support a recall election.” 


At that point there was a moment of 
drama. Mr. Lloyd Schramm suddenly 
stepped to the microphone and, point- 
ing to the rear of the auditorium where 
cameras had been set up, denounced as 
leftists the cameramen who were film- 
ing the meeting. Mr. Schramm charged 
they were masquerading as representa- 
tives of major networks and identified 
them as actually serving the “Fund For 
the Republic” which has been denounc- 
ed by Congressman Francis and others 
of the House and Senate, as being one 
of the most dangerous outfits in Amer- 
ica. 


There were loud and indignant cries 
from the audience, demanding to know 
“Who invited the television camera- 
men?” The Board of Education chair- 
man sheepishly arose and stated that 
he, too, had been deceived — that the 
man in charge (obviously a Jew), had 
been given permission to film the meet- 
ing, with the understanding that it was 
an operation by the Columbia Broad- 
casting System and the National Broad- 
casting Company television networks. 


This statement was met with raucous 
catcalls and protests from the floor. It 
appeared as though the meeting was 
out of hand. Numerous shouts demand- 
ing that the chairman order the film 
confiscated were heard as well as yells 
to throw out the crew men and call 
the police to impound the film already 
taken. 


The Board chairman objectively sug- 
gested a poll of the audience to decide 
what to do with the film. But instead, 
the meeting was quickly adjourned 
with notice that a committee would be 
appointed and another discussion of 
the matter by the board on February 
25th. 


The police of Sierra Madre and Ar- 


cadia were called but they met no dis-

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HE ISSUE of the fluoridation of 

water is best clarified by detailing 
the points on which both the advocates 
and the opponents must, and do, agree. 
They agree on the fundamental, and 
unquestionable fact that fluorides are 
poisons. 

They also agree that the soluble 
fluorides used for fluoridating water 
are many times more poisonous than 
the naturally occurring insoluble fluor- 
ides. Professor Harold C. Hodge, an 
outstanding champion of fluoridation 
and a scientific researcher in this field, 
states that one-sixth of an ounce of sol- 
uble fluoride, which is one heaping 
teaspoonful approximately, will cause 
death of an adult in two to four hours; 
that as little as two milligrams (approx- 
imately one twenty-eight thousandth of 
an ounce) a day, corresponding rough- 
ly to two parts per million in the terms 
used by advocates, will cause during 
the first eight years of life, the earliest 
recognized sign of fluoride poisoning 
— mottling of teeth; and that ten times 
that amount, taken over a period of ten 
years or more, will cause poisoning 
that will so badly affect the bones and 
joints, as to cause crippling arthritis, 
and other poisoning effects. 





In infants, and in victims of malnu- 
trition, diabetes, kidney disease, nerv- 
ous disorders, allergic conditions, arth- 
ritis hemophilic disease, otosclerotic 
deafness, blindness due to cataracts 
and other diseases, it is agreed that 
much smaller amounts may cause pois- 
oning or death. Advocates of fluorida- 
tion adopt the brutalitarian attitude 
that these “defective” persons must 
either be sacrificed in the interest of 
preventing tooth cavities in children; 
or else resort to spring, or distilled 
water. 

It is also agreed that a fairly large 
proportion of fluorides ingested accum- 
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ulate in the body, especially in the 
bones. 

It is agreed, furthermore, that fluor- 
ide poisoning does occur in communi- 
ties in which fluorides are present in 
the natural, slightly soluble, less pois- 
onous, forms. Dr. H. Trendley Dean, 
former dental director of the U. S. 
Public Health Service who is an ardent 
advocate of fluoridation, published a 
long series of reports on the poisonous 
effect on teeth of naturally occurring 
fluorides, between 1933 and 1949. An- 
other advocate from the same Service, 
and of the same type, McClure, report- 
ed in articles published between 1933 
and 1936, that bow-legs in children 
and hemophilia, that threatens death 
by bleeding, are traceable to fluorides 
naturally occurring in water. He also 
reported that one part of fluoride in 
fifteen million parts of water inhibits, 
or paralyzes, the action of enzymes up- 
on which life depends. 


Other ailments that occur with rela- 
tively high frequency in districts where 
water is high in fluoride content are: 
crippling arthritis, osteomalacia (soft- 
ening of bones) in the aged, pyorrhea 
and loss of teeth, nervous disorders, 
diabetes, kidney disease, sterility, blind- 
ness due to cataracts and cancer. The 
same effects can be expected, with even 
higher frequency, from water treated 
with the more poisonous, soluble fluor- 
ides during decades. 


Poisoning by fluorides has been, for 
almost a century, one of the favorite 
weapons used in the destruction of in- 
sects, vermin and rodents. Fluoride has 
long been used as the active principle 
in rat poisons. It has been used exten- 
sively as an insecticide in agriculture. 
Exterminators inform me that they can 
recognize cockroaches that have been 
killed by fluoride from the fact that 
they crumble when handled, supposedly 





as a result of loss of lime from their 
skeletal structures. 


More recently, the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture has been waging a 
campaign against the use of fluorides 
as agricultural insecticides, because ve- 
getation thus treated, is poisonous to 
cattle and other domestic animals. 


It has reported, for instance, that 
fluoride insecticides cause abortion in 
brood sows, and other poisonous ef- 
fects. This presents the odd spectacle of 
the U. S. Public Health Service recom- 
mending for human consumption the 
same poison that another government 
service, U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture, seeks to bar from insect and ani- 
mal consumption. This may indicate 
the relative commercial value put on 
the two categories of lives by the agen- 
cies involved. Fluoride solutions are 
contraceptive and cause sterility. Fluor- 
idation is a genocidal measure. 


Recent basic scientific researches in- 
dicate that fluorides exert their poison- 
ous action by forming insoluble com- 
pounds with the alkali earth elements, 
especially calcium (lime) and magne- 
sium, that are essential for the proces- 
ses of life. Magnesium, a trace element, 
plays a critical role in the action of vi- 
tal enzymes; and when it combines 
with fluoride to form a completely in- 
soluble compound, enzyme action is 
blocked. Disturbances of these enzyme 
systems cause numerous diseases, in- 
cluding those as grave as myasthenia 
gravis, diabetes and cancer. 

Fortunately, the presence of lime 
and magnesium in water, in diet, in 
the body and in tissue fluids, serves 
in some measure to protect against 
poisoning with fluorides, unless the 
amount of fluoride present is excessive. 
These are scientific facts, discovered 
and repeatedly verified by numerous 
researches in recent years; and both 
the advocates and the opponents must 
agree on the findings that have been 
so amply confirmed. 

The theoretic margin between the 
amount of fluoride recommended by 
advocates of fluoridation, one milli- 
gram per day (or as they prefer to ex- 
press it, because it will sound to the 
public so impressively small — “one 
part per million”) and the amount that 
is acknowledged by them as causing 
early signs of poisoning, which is two 
milligrams, as stated by Dr. Dean, is 
far too narrow for safety. This narrow

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margin, however, is non-existent in ac- 
tual practice, for a number of reasons 
that are obvious and are frankly ac- 
knowledged by the technicians, chem- 
ists and engineers who handle the pro- 
cess of fluoridation and are, therefore, 
best informed and most responsible. 


These “bugs” are openly reported 
and discussed by them in their scientif- 
ic reports and publications. The crux 
of them is that it is utterly impossible, 
humanly, mechanically and technologic- 
ally, to insure that the water that reach- 
es us in fluoridation systems will carry 
one part of fluoride in a million, no 
more and no less; or that we will al- 
ways drink the same amount of water 
that will never contain an amount more 
than the one milligram a day that it is 
alleged, causes no observable poisoning 
in most instances. Also the amount of 
fluoride intake varies widely with the 
amount of water ingested. 

It is mechanically impossible, how- 
ever, says the water engineer, to mix 
such large volumes of water, required 
by the million to one ratio, in any water 
system, so thoroughly as to insure that 
the fluoride contained in one glass of 
water is the same amount as is contain- 
ed in another. The breakdowns and the 
dangers of poisoning, that they intensi- 
fy, have resulted in the abandonment 
of fluoridation in many towns, accord- 
ing to the reports. 

The chemist informs us that it is 
utterly impossible, for chemical rea- 
sons, to insure that no more than 
one part of fluoride per million will 
be present in each and every glass 
of water that we drink. It already has 
been mentioned that the fluorine in the 
soluble fluorides combines with the 
lime, magnesium and other alkali 
earths, that give water the quality of 
“hardness,” to form insoluble com- 
pounds most of which precipitate out 
of the water and remove more or less 
of the fluoride. The amount of these 
substances in the water changes from 
day to day and from hour to hour, in 
every water system; and remove more 
or less fluoride in a fluoridated system. 


The chemists point out that the ad- 
vocates of fluoridation have not taken 
into consideration, in their so-called 
“studies” and “researches,” these chem- 
ical obstacles; and as a consequence 
their supposed demonstrations of the 
“safety” of fluorides introduced into 
the water are meaningless and worth- 
less. They point out the absurdity of 


the New York State “demonstration” 
of Newburgh “fluoridated” vs. King- 
ston unfluoridated water’s effect on 
teeth. They point out that Newburgh’s 
water is relatively “hard,” and contains 
35 parts of calcium, or lime, and 5 
parts of magnesium per million; which 
is several times that contained in 
Kingston water, and is enough to com- 
bine with, and remove by precipitation, 
many parts per million of fluorides 
from the water. This means that it is 
probable that a large proportion of the 
Newburgh children received little or 
no fluorides in the course of the “de- 
monstration,” and that it was a hoax 
or fraud. 

They also point out that the high 
content of calcium and magnesium in 
Newburgh water, as compared with 
that of Kingston, might in itself ac- 
count for some difference in the teeth 
of the children in the two towns. For 
the conduct of an honest demonstra- 
tion, it would be necessary to analyze 
the fluoride content of each glass of 
water and every particle of food con- 
sumed by the children, to determine 
the amount of fluoride that they actu- 
ally consumed. 

As for the commendation of fluori- 
dation by public health officers and 
other falsely alleged “authorities,” and 
by organizations that they and their 
bosses dominate or control — do not 
be too readily impressed by them. 


Bear in mind that they are working 
for a living in a very specialized field 
in which jobs are hard to obtain. Bear 
in mind that, in the aggregate, many 
millions of dollars are involved in the 
sale of fluorides, which are waste pro- 
ducts of a number of important indus- 
tries that are not permitted to dump 
them into streams or the ocean, be- 
cause they kill the fish; that many 
more millions are involved in the sale 
of fluoridating equipment; and _ that 
the commercial pressure for disposing 
of fluoride wastes by dumping them, at 
high prices, into human water supplies, 
is great and ultrapowerful. 


Bear in mind also, that the jobs of 
these public health officers, and others 
involved, are just as precious to them 
as your job is to you. Then you will 
understand much that, at first blush, 
may puzzle. Also do not be surprised to 
learn that many of the organizations 
which the sanguine advocates allege 
recommend fluoridation, have made 
no such recommendations.

A CONDITION has developed in the 
Church life of America which de- 


mands analysis and plain speaking. 


Our troubles as a nation can be 
traced in a measure to the fact that the 
Churches are not properly discharging 
their obligations. Society is so con- 
structed in this part of the world that 
Christianity supplies a cohesive quality 
that binds our free institutions together 
in an organic whole. We are, theoreti- 
cally at least, a Christian nation.

We are not 
entirely hypocritical. There has always 
been a nucleus of sincere people, God- 
fearing folk, who have paid the price to 
maintain a Christian standard for our 
Country.

To use a New Testament metaphor, 
these people have, during the course of 
American history, collectively com- 
prised the “salt of the earth.” To them 
Christianity has been more than a mere 
profession. They have worked at it! 


Loyal followers of Christ from gen- 
eration to generation have provided the 
moral fiber to make our nation strong 
and powerful. Many derive benefit from 
the influence of Christianity who con- 
tribute nothing to its existence. They 
are like Noah’s carpenters who lived in 
the shadow of the ark and helped build 
it, but failed to enter. 


CHRISTIANITY 
TRUE AND FALSE 














Let us ask ourselves individually ... 
What we are doing to uphold the Chris- 
tian principles that have made America 
great. Those who enjoy the advantages 
of Christianity should be willing to sac- 
rifice and contribute something to its 
existence. We are all debtors. 


Fortunately for those who insist on 
remaining outside the Christian ark, 
Jesus said that the heavenly Father 
“maketh his sun to rise on the evil and 
on the good, and sendeth rain on the 
just and on the unjust.” 


Strange as it may seem, a system of 
thought utterly foreign to Christianity 
has grown up, like tares, inside our 
Protestant Churches. 


Jesus anticipated the present state of 
affairs when He explained how wheat 
and tares, true and false teachings, 
would grow side by side until the har- 
vest. The very term “Christianity” 
needs to be defined. 


Correctly speaking, the word means 
supernaturalism. It proceeds from the 
premise that the Creator of the universe 
has been pleased to reveal Himself to 
our humanity according to a rational 
plan and a fixed purpose. 


Out of these revelations there has de- 
veloped immutable doctrines which 
have to do with the mysteries of life 
and death, the here and the hereafter. 
These doctrines, dealing with eternal 
verities and the spiritual world, are as 
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unerring as the laws that govern chem- 
istry, mathematics or electronics in the 
natural world. 


Modern liberalism attacks this 
stronghold. It brings every basic doc- 
trine of historical and _ evangelical 
Christianity into question. It demands 
that New Testament religion come be- 
fore its tribunal for judgment. A sharp 
line of separation exists between Mod- 
ernism and the Christian religion. 


It brushes aside such doctrines as the 
inspiration of the Scriptures, the fact 
of sin, the necessity of a Saviour, the 
deity of Christ, His atonement for sin, 
resurrection from the dead, the work of 
the Holy Spirit during the age of the 
Church and the blessed hope of Christ’s 


climactic return. 


These doctrines, the very essence of 
revealed religion, are ignored or re- 
jected by Modernism. It would reduce 
Christianity to the level of other re- 
ligions. It would substitute humani- 
tarianism for supernaturalism. It would 
change churches into social clubs. 


Modernism regards the Bible as a 
compilation of average manuscripts — 
some good, some bad, some important, 
others unimportant. 


It regards sin as an ailment of the 
mind to be treated, inherited perhaps 
from the animal kingdoms, instead of 
treason against the government of God 
resulting from the fall of man to be de- 
stroyed by the power of Christ’s atone- 
ment. 


Modernism rejects the doctrine of 
the virgin birth and the deity of Christ. 
It says Christ was divine in the sense 
that all men are divine. 


Modernism rejects the miracle. It 
undertakes to cast Christianity in the 
molds of natural law. Try to imagine 
the Christian religion with its super- 
natural content removed. What’s left is 
Modernism! 


Colossians 2:8 (Weymouth transla- 
tion) fits the present situation. “Take 
care, lest there be any one who leads 
you away as prisoners by means of his 
philosophy and idle fancies, following 
human traditions and the world’s crude 
notions instead of following Christ.” 


Christianity ascribes its origin and 
continuance to the person of Jesus 
Christ. He is both its founder and per- 
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manent head. Not only who was, but 
who is! 


He lived and worked in the past. He 
lives and works today. Christianity is 
as dependent upon Him today as in the 
days of His flesh. 


Buddha, Mohammed, and Confucius 
might be forgotten and the religions 
they founded remain essentially the 
same. They gave a code of ethical prin- 
ciples to their followers. The relation 
of Christ to Christianity is quite dif- 
ferent. He promised to be with His dis- 
ciples even to the end of the world. 


According to fundamental Christian 
belief, Christ not only points the way 
to God ... but He is the way. Modern- 
ism errs in presenting Him as a mere 
pattern or example for unregenerate 
men to follow. There is no way that this 
can be accomplished. Man by nature 
lacks the essential qualities of charac- 
ter. 


Christ, omnipresent in the Holy 
Spirit, imparts eternal life to the re- 
cipient of divine grace. He is the life. 
The relation of Christ to the Christian 
is that of the vine to the branch. Where 
He is ignored, forgotten or presented 
only as a good man, Christianity in the 
real sense does not exist. 


There need be no quest for truth 
where the presence of Christ is enjoyed 
as a living reality. He is the truth. John 
quoted the Saviour as saying: “I am 
the way, the truth, and the life.” 


Herman Bavinck says in his theo- 
logical treatise on “The Philosophy of 
Revelation” ... 


“The peculiarity of the Christian re- 
ligion, as has often been shown, and 
acknowledged even by opponents, lies 
in the person of Christ. All other re- 
ligions are independent, to a certain de- 
gree, of their founders, because these 
founders were nothing more than their 
first confessors. But Jesus was not the 
first Christian; He was and is the 
Christ. 


“Christianity is now as dependent on 
Him, from moment to moment as when 
He trod the earth. Christianity, accord- 
ing to its own confession, does not exist 
through the strength and fidelity of its 
confessors, but through the life and 
will of its Mediator.” 


Liberal churchmen have made the 
mistake of trying to harmonize Chris- 


tian thought with the false claims of 
organic evolution. When Charles Dar- 
win published his “Origin of Species” 
in 1859, he transformed an idle spec- 
ulation into a social philosophy. He 
placed man on an escalator, starting in 
slime at the water’s edge, lifted him out 
on the bank, up through the jungles 
and finally to his present position. 
Which of course wasn’t the way it hap- 
pened at all! 


A boy was told by his teacher to 
write an essay on evolution. He said 
man was first a tadpole, next a water 
puppy, later a land animal and after 
that a monkey. Then he said that man 
and woman both sprang from the mon- 
key, but the woman sprang the farthest! 


Something seems to have gone 
wrong with the escalator. Two world 
wars have arrested the alleged evolu- 
tionary progress which Darwin and his 
followers visualized. The evolutionary 
hypothesis appears to be working back- 
wards, 


Dr. Davies, a well-known Christian 
scholar, puts it this way in his book on 
“Orthodoxy.” ... 


“The great war caught liberal Chris- 
tianity unawares. It administered a 
nasty jar to its whole scheme and out- 
look. One thing stands out with tragic 
clearness: the complete and utter bank- 
ruptcy, of Modernism and liberal Chris- 
tianity.” 


Contrary to the theory of evolution, 
man’s natural gravitation is downward, 
not upward. This is because of the fall- 
en state of our humanity. Only an act 
of supernatural intervention in a hu- 
man life can reverse the order. This in- 
volves a divine biological process call- 
ed the new birth. Said the Christ: “Ye 


must be born again.” 


The theory of evolution, which elim- 
inates the Creator and reduces every- 
thing to natural law, was first introduc- 
ed into public schools. It later entered 
Church schools and finally poisoned 
religious thought. 


If the theory of evolution is true, 
then man came from lower orders of 
life and gradually reached his present 
state by natural growth. There is no 
place for the fall of man in this hypo- 
thesis. Man fell up for millions of 
years, instead of down, through the or- 
iginal sin of Adam’s race! 
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No fall, no sin. No sin, no need of 
a Saviour. No Saviour, no cross. No 
cross, no resurrection. No resurrection, 
no Christianity. 


Moreover if evolution be true, the 
Lord Jesus Christ had an animal ances- 
try. The blood that coursed through 
His veins, to be shed for the sins of the 
world, was inherited from the animal 
kingdom. 

These are logical conclusions to 
which Modernism takes us. 


Modernism, like atheism, offers no 
hope of a future life. On the other 
hand, uncounted millions have left the 
body in triumph over death, because 
they found the holy faith dependable 


and secure.

FOOD & DRUG 
CRITICIZED 


NOTHER reason why Congress 

should at this time investigate the 
men who operate the Food & Drug Ad- 
ministration, came to light on Febra- 
ary 22nd when they were accused of 
approving fer public consumption 
“cancer-inciting substances.” 


The charges were made by Dr. Wil- 
liam E. Smith of Englewood, New Jer- 
sey ... described in the press as a can- 
cer researcher who has served on the 
staff of the Harvard Medical School, 
the Rockefeller Institute for Medical 
Research and the Sloan-Kettering In- 
stitute for cancer. He now holds a fel- 
lowship from the American Academy 
of Nutrition for Cancer Studies. 


Dr. Smith’s criticism came in the 
form of a letter to Congressman De- 
laney of New York State which was 
promptly inserted in the Congressional 
Record. 


Mr. Delaney is the author of legisla- 
tion proposing changes in federal food 
and drug laws which would take away 
some of the latitude of the men who 
now administer them. Dr. Smith dis- 
cusses “a loophole in existing laws” 
which made it possible for Food & 
Drug men to authorize distribution of 
certain deadly poisons known to breed 
cancer cells in human bodies. 


He condemned a recent Food & 
Drug Administration ruling which al- 
lowed the use of a pest-killer called 
Aramite in fruits and vegetables, even 
though scientific tests prove that it 
causes cancer in rats. 


Those responsible claim to base their 
decision on the finding that small quan- 
tities of Aramite are safe. But Dr. 
Smith argues that “safe doses” cannot 
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be determined and any substance which 
causes cancer should be completely 
banned from food. 


He said restrictions should also ex- 
tend to poisons administered to ani- 
mals destined for human consumption, 
and cited findings by the Food & Drug 
Administration in respect to the drug 
diethylstil bestrol. 


His letter to Congressman Delaney 
asserted further that “My colleagues 
and I have assembled data to show that 
this drug is not destroyed by cooking 
and that marketed poultry have con- 
tained per bird up to 324,000 times the 
amount of this drug sufficing as a daily 
dose to induce cancer in mice.” says 


Dr. Smith. 


“Upwards of half a million pounds 
of dyes,” containing “dangerous car- 
cinogens” have been certified for use 
in food while arguments have gone on 
over the safety of the material. He 
said a senior scientist of a leading 
chemical manufacturer lost his job af- 
ter discovering the presence of carci- 
nogens in the dye. 


“In my own experience,” Dr. Smith 
said, “I have induced cancer later in 
life in hundreds of animals by inject- 
ing them when young with a single 
dose of a fraction of a milligram of 
carcinogens. 


“The human digestive tract provides 
an endless and understandably attrac- 
tive outlet for products of chemical in- 
genuity, but ... it is to our peril if 
the human digestive tract is legislated 
into the role of a sewer for disposal of 
chemicals that afford only commercial 
advantages.” 


THE WEINBERGER BILL 
THE MEDICAL dictatorship is un- 


leashing its most powerful weapons 
in California by sponsoring a bill, in 
the present session of the Legislature, 
which would consign every cancer vic- 
tim of the State to a hell of cutting, 
bleeding and burning. 


The proposal (known as the “Wein- 
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berger Bill”), promoted by the Ameri- 
can Cancer Society and _ interlocking 
medical groups, was introduced by 
Casper W. Weinberger, Assemblyman 
from San Francisco. 


A smear campaign was launched si- 
multaneously through press and radio, 
labeling as quacks, all who treat cancer 
by methods other than surgery and ra- 
diation. 


The bill is the most vicious and ar- 
rogant so far proposed in any State to 
outlaw cures for so-called incurable 
ailments. If enacted, no Californian 
would thereafter be allowed to engage 
the doctor of his choice. He would have 
to bow to the dictates of an all-power- 
ful ten-man board. 


Under the provisions of this mea- 
sure, no “person or association may 
use in the diagnosis or treatment, or 
cure of cancer any new or unapproved 
drug, medicine, compound or device.” 


The word “new” would rule out for 
Californians the tremendous advances 
now being made in the field of Chem- 
otherapy. 











Among the thousands of articles pub- 
lished and broadcasts made urging pas- 
sage of the bill, is an editorial in the 
Los Angeles Times (January 23rd) 
which contains the blatant lie that sur- 
gery and radiation “cures” cancer. 


Blasts of this type prompted Fred 
Hart, President of the National Health 
Federation (also of San Francisco), to 
send Weinberger an open letter which 
included the following: 


“As a reader of newspapers and 
magazines all your life, you have read 
of literally hundreds of the great names 
of the world who have been stricken 
by cancer. All of these people from 
King George to Senator Bob Taft, from 
Eva Peron to Babe Ruth, Damon Run- 
yon, Babe Zaharias, and the like, have 
been treated by surgery and radiation. 
which your Board would uphold to the 
exclusion of everything else.” 
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Another Californian asked Wein- 
berger these questions in another open 
letter: “How much, if anything, did the 
American Cancer Society contribute to 
your earlier political campaigns? How 
much, if anything, did any other group 
concerned with political medicine con- 
tribute to your political campaigns? 
Are you now on any retainer or other- 
wise being paid by any group for your 
special efforts in behalf of the interests 
of the American Cancer Society?” 


Thunderous opposition is developing 
at the grass roots against the Weinberg- 
er Bill from all parts of the State. Mem- 
bers of the California Senate and As- 
sembly are being deluged with protests 
— letters. petitions, telephone calls. per- 
sonal visits. Many public rallies have 
been held. 

It is contended that the bill is aimed 
specifically at keeping a Hoxsey Cancer 
Clinic from being established in Cali- 
fornia. Dr. Hoxsey took note of this 
fact and sent personal letters, with cop- 
ies of the books “You Don’t Have to 
Die” and “The Pittsburgh Trial.” to 
all members of both branches of the 
Legislature. Answers have proved 
heartening. 

One Assemblyman writes him as 
follows: 

“IT had already determined to oppose 
the Weinberger Bill and am prepared 
to work actively to defeat it. It is a 
very difficult thing, as you can imagine, 
to fight the American Medical Associa- 
tion. I certainly agree with you, that 
if the Weinberger Bill has been intro- 
duced for the purpose of preventing 
citizens of this State from learning of 
the cancer cure you have developed, an 
unbiased committee of State Assem- 
blymen and State Senators should de- 
finitely be appointed to visit your clinic 
and make a firsthand investigation of 
the results you claim are being accom- 
plished.” 


Another Assemblyman writes Dr. 
Hoxsey: 

“Supplementing my letter of Febru- 
ary 4, the books which you sent arrived 
a day or two after I had written you. 
I am amazed at the contents of what I 
have read thus far. 


“Yesterday, I attended a meeting at 
which there were 32 members of the 
lower house and 5 members of the up- 
per house in attendance. During the 
round table luncheon discussion, your 
name and book and subject matter 
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were mentioned. All of these members 
are seeking additional information. 
Several of them have proposed an in- 
vestigating committee to be set up to 
do the same things that you have men- 
tioned in your book that have been 
done by other investigating committees, 
namely, interviewing doctors who have 
diagnosed cases and also interviewing 
patients. What will come of this I do 
not know until we go back into session 
on March 4, after which undoubtedly 
some action will be attempted. 


“T will be amazed to see the so-called 
Weinberger Bill (A.B. 2359) become 
law, although it is going to become a 
very controversial issue. I am giving 
you this information merely to keep 
you informed.” 


ZIONIST LIES 
r[HE AMERICAN PEOPLE are being

Part Two starts with what the Au- 
thor chooses to call a “Quick Rejuven- 
ation Diet” — satisfying, highly nu- 
tritious menus for many calendar days, 
with explanations why specific foods 
are chosen to help Make You Feel Like 
A Million quick! 





A knowledge of nutrition “from soil 
to cells” is these days necessary to 
guard against degeneration of the tis- 
sues. This is described as “preventive 
medicine.” Persons who ignore their 
health until they lose it, cannot buy it 
back by paying doctor bills. Their food 
intake is the determining factor. 


Some foods are foodless. Processing, 
refining, milling, pasteurizing and pre- 
serving removes or destroys many es- 
sential nutrients placed in them by the 
Creator. Synthetically prepared food 
supplements lack God-given vital sub- 
stances. Nature should be allowed to 
serve man without inhibitors. 


When vitamins and minerals are re- 
moved or discarded, the effort is to 
lessen the healthful functioning of the 
body. Devitalized and demineralized 
foods are to be avoided. 


“Feel Like A Million” is divided into 
three Parts: (1) Your Life, (2) Your 
Health and (3) Your Food. 


There are chapters on beautifying 
the skin, strengthening eyesight, im- 
proving the scalp and hair, calming the 
nerves, cultivating the teeth, overcom- 
ing constipation, eliminating excess fat, 
mending ulcers, resisting cancer, help- 
ing the heart, and otherwise cooperat- 
ing with the Maker by observing na- 
ture’s rules as related to food values. 


Part Three deserves better and more 
thorough treatment than _ available 
space for this review permits. The ques- 
tion, “What's Happening to Our 
Foods?” is answered factually and 
scientifically. 


There are no indications of fatigue 
in these closing chapters. Many will 
feel that Catharyn Elwood left the most 
important to the last. She leaves no 
doubt in the reader’s mind as to the 
cause of the degenerative diseases which 
threaten the race with extinction if not 
arrested by corrective measures in con- 
nection with the growth and prepara- 
tion of the food consumed by our mo- 
dern civilization. 


One of her chapters ends with the 
following benediction: “This knowledge 
is offered you as a key to more glorious 
living. Good luck and God bless you.”

NINETEEN DEFENDER CHURCHES IN MEXICO 














FAR GREATER missionary chal- 

lenge exists south of the border than 
many Christians in the United States 
realize. Mexico has large cities, but 
when one leaves them and travels into 
the interior. it is like entering a dif- 
ferent world. 


The population is basically Indian. 
A high order of civilization existed 
when the white man arrived. Spanish 
culture was added later. 


There are actually four racial layers 
beneath the present order, with the In- 
dian predominating. Practically all the 
Presidents and other outstanding lead- 
ers of government have been Indians. 


The first racial group was archaic 
or pre-historic. Science knows little 
about it. The second was Mayan. The 
third was Toltec. The fourth was Aztec. 
Each succeeding combination of tribes 
built on the remains of their predeces- 
sors. 


Archaeology is piecing together an 
amazing story out of the past. Much 
is being learned about the religious 
practices of these early Americans. 
There were periods, centuries at a time, 
when they were steeped in paganism, 
idolatry and superstition. Human sac- 
rifice was part of their worship. Mass- 
es of people groped in moral and spirit- 
ual darkness. bound by chains of sin 
and ignorance. 


These are hereditary facts to be tak- 
en into account when appraising Mex- 
ico as a mission field, in need of the 
light that Christ’s Gospel brings into 
human hearts and minds. No discus- 
sion of Mexico’s religious background 





could claim completeness without a re- 
ference to Quetzalcoatl and the plumed 
serpent. 


The facts may be summarized as fol- 
lows: Out of archaic concepts came the 
idea that the great spirit and creator 
of the universe had been on earth in 
human form — in what is now Mexico! 
In some way, the thought fixed itself 
that he would at a future time return 
to earth. Their name for this deity was 
Quetzalcoat! — quetzal meaning bird 
and coat] meaning serpent. 


The figure has been discovered on 
artifacts throughout the past. It ap- 
pears prominent in modern Mexican 
art, architecture and literature. When 
Cortez arrived with ships in 1519, he 
was accepted as Quetzalcoatl reincar- 
nated, but his nature proved to be quite 
different than that attributed to the be- 
nevolent deity. He put Moctezuma in 
chains, pillaged the people’s posses- 
sions and committed atrocities that 
baffle powers of description. 


Some regard the story of Quetzal- 
coat] as a myth. Others believe that a 
being actually lived on this earth and 
did the supernatural exploits attributed 
to him in Mexican belief and tradition. 


The poverty-stricken masses. lan- 
guishing in virtual serfdom, became 
known as “peons.” a term that goes 
back to the days of the Spanish Con- 
quest. Conquerors evolved a scheme 
by which poor native Indians were 
forced to serve as planters. mine work- 
ers and perform other menial tasks 
while others received large land grants 
from the government. 





Peons were serfs and slaves, bound 
for life in servitude, granted only the 
poorest varieties of food and the most 
wretched place to live. No group of 
people on the face of the earth has 
more urgent need of the Gospel than 
the descendants of the Peons — to 
whom the missionary division of the 
Defenders organization is these days 
ministering. 


Stewart Chase says in his book on 
Mexico: “Not more than 300,000 Span- 
iards ever settled in Mexico, forming 
only an eddy in a deep constant river 
of millions of Indians.” 


This is a fact to be borne in mind 
when considering the best methods to 
be used in the task of missionary evan- 
gelism south of the border. There are 
vast numbers of poor, precious souls 
waiting in the deserts and mountains 
of Mexico for the only message that 
offers hope and a true purpose in life 
— the Gospel of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
We have before us a large, unfinished 
task. 


There are at the present time 19 De- 
fender Churches in interior areas of 
Mexico, each served by a native Pastor. 
There should be many more. 














The method used by the Defenders 
organization over a long period of 
years ... of developing native leader- 
ship, is producing results on the Mex- 
ican field. Natives understand the lan- 
guage and customs of their people and 
when properly trained to take respon- 
sibility, enjoy certain unmistakable ad- 
vantages.

HOLY LAND 
MISSIONARY 
SCHOOLS 


CONDITIONS are shaky in the Holy 

Land. Tensions are terrific. Racial 
hatreds are smoldering. Political cur- 
rents and cross currents are ominous. 
The cause of Christian missions is suf- 
fering. Most missionaries have been 
called home. The remaining seed of 
Gospel truth must be carefully nourish- 
ed. 

The Defenders organization is find- 
ing it possible, in the providence of 
God, to continue its missionary task 
without interruption. Because the pro- 
gram is under the direction of native 
Arab Christians, not “foreign” mission- 
aries. 

Rev. Solomon J. Mattar superintends 
the work and is finding it possible to 
continue for the reason that Defender 
readers are praying and supplying fi- 
nancial support. He has been referred 
to as, “The outstanding Christian lead- 
er of the Holy Land.” 


During the course of church history, 
it has often become necessary to re- 
vamp missionary programs and revise 
strategies to fit the pattern of changing 
conditions at secular levels. Wars, re- 
volutions, political upheavals and other 
developments necessitated revisions. 
But this does not imply changes in the 
salvation message. 


Methods may be revised, cast into 




















different molds and adapted to kaleido- 
scopic events, but the missionary mes- 
sage to be creative must remain invio- 
late. It is immutable, unchangeable, 
eternal. “There is none other name un- 
der heaven given among men. whereby 
we must be saved.” 

The missionary approach of the De- 
fenders organization in the Holy Land 
at the present time seems to be as near- 
ly and perfectly adapted to existing 
conditions as could be expected. 

















Missionary societies permitted the 
greatest opportunity in the history of 
Holy Land missions to pass. by failing 
to organize relief agencies and wor- 
ship-centers among the million refugees 
expelled from their homes in 1948 by 
the Zionist invaders. 


A limited amount of work has been 
done among these unfortunate people 
by certain missionary bodies (particu- 
larly the Mennonites), but the surface 
remains less than scratched. Now it is 
too late for church and denomination- 
al groups to mobilize to meet the chal- 
lenge. 


The ministry of the Defenders or- 
ganization has included the establish- 
ing of two industrial missionary 
schools. One for women and girls ... 





and another for men and boys. Mem- 
bers of several very fine Arab families, 
together with as many refugees as can 
be accommodated, are presently enroll- 
ed. 

These people are being taught trades, 
schooled in the Bible and trained in the 
art of personal soul winning. The suf- 
fering Arab needs more than a hand- 
out or act of charity. He needs inward 
rehabilitation. He needs a feeling of in- 
dependence and self-confidence. 

“Teach him a trade, provide him 
with an opportunity to toil constructive- 
ly,” says the Defenders, bring him in- 
to saving faith in the Lord Jesus Christ, 
couple with this a knowledge of the 
Scriptures, and you have helped build 


a life for time and eternity.” 

It happens that both schools are lo- 
cated near the base of Mount Calvary 
in Jerusalem, Jordan — the most sa- 
cred piece of soil on our planet. 














The picture in the upper right cor- 
ner of this page, taken immediately fol- 
lowing morning devotions, shows a typ- 
ical group being taught in the domes- 
tic sciences. There are serious prob- 
lems facing Holy Land missions at the 
present time, but those engaged in mis- 
sionary work have never had reason 
to expect a “flowery bed of ease.”

Lesson NuMBER ONE 





March 17, 1957 
CHRIST CONFUSES 
HIS ENEMIES 
Matthew 21:12 to 22:46. 











EMORY TEXT: “The people were 

astonished at his doctrine: for he 
taught them as one having authority.” 
Matthew 7:28-29. 


The general plan and pattern of the lesson is 
as follows: 
A. Christ’s authority challenged. Matthew 21:23. 
B. Christ’s authority vindicated. Matthew 21:25. 
C. Christ’s dignity demonstrated. Matthew 21:27. 
D. Christ prefers the company of sinners to 
religious hypocrites. Matthew 21:32. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “AUTHORITY.” 


“By what authority doest thou these 
things?” This interrogation by the Tal- 
mudic leaders of Jerusalem came just 
after Jesus had made His Triumphal 
Entry into the city. It resulted from the 
fact that He upset the tables (and 
schemes) of the pawn brokers who 
were cashing in on the religious pro- 
pensities of the people. 


The chief Talmudists, Caiaphas, and 
his son-in-law Annas, operated a com- 
pletely corrupt political machine. Their 
racket, involving the sale of birds and 
animals for sacrificial purposes, netted 
enormous sums of money. God could 
be approached only through sacrifices 
purchased by Jewish money ... and 
for this reason Roman and other coins 
had to be exchanged, making it pos- 
sible for the scoundrels to drain off 
profits reaching astronomical figures 
year after year. Jesus was nauseated 
by the sight! 


The temple was situated on the top 
of a hill of solid rock (where the Mos- 


que of Omar stands today), surround- 
ed by a large area which receded to 
lower levels. Here the Jewish traders 
operated. Jesus upset their tables and 
their business! This made “the chief 
priests and the elders” boiling mad. 


“Who gave thee this authority?” We 
didn’t! You didn’t ask us. Just who do 
you think you are, to challenge our 
authority? Wounds were being opened 
between Jewish Talmudism and the pro- 
gram of Christ, which would never 


heal. 


The enemies thought they had Him 
trapped. If He answered that His au- 
thority was derived from some human 
source, He could be accused of sedition 
and turned over to the Romans. If He 
relied upon His deity, He could be ac- 
cused of blasphemy and prosecuted un- 
der Jewish law. These were the twin 
charges later lodged against Him by 
the Jews which resulted in His cruci- 
fixion. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS MATTHEW 
21:27. 


“And they answered Jesus, and said, 
iy 
We cannot tell.” 


Our Lord threw His enemies off 
balance by asking them a question: 
“The baptism (which meant the mis- 
sion and ministry) of John, whence 
was it? from heaven, or of men?” 


John proclaimed Christ’s deity. If 
they accepted the message as being of 
God, then why reject Him? If they 
denied its validity, public wrath would 
be encountered because John’s memory 
was respected and Christ’s popularity 
was at a peak. 

The crooked, cringing hypocrites 
were frightened. Luke 20:6 says they 
feared “all the people will stone us.” 








No wonder the Master gave them no 
answer. They took the coward’s way 
out and simply said: “We cannot tell.” 
They admitted defeat. What composure 
and dignity of wisdom our Lord dis- 
played! 

Their reply was dishonest. They 
could tell. They knew that John’s ap- 
praisal of the Christ was correct. They 
knew the truth and rejected it. It is 
necessary to get down to bedrock real- 
ity, in order to have dealings with the 
One who said: “I am the truth.” Jesus 
turned aside and showed His contempt 
by saying: “Neither tell I you by what 
authority I do these things.” 


These events took place on Tuesday 
of Passion Week, described as “Jesus’ 
last working day.” His enemies failed 
to discredit Him with the people, but 
this only served to spark still deeper 
hatred in their depraved natures. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: JESUS PRE- 
FERS SINNERS TO RELIGIOUS HY- 
POCRITES. 


“A certain man had two sons.” This 
is the opening phrase of the first of 
three parables, designed to show the 
Jewish leaders their real vicious selves. 
It was like holding a mirror before 
them. 


Jesus knew that a sinister force had 
risen in the world to defy and, if pos- 
sible, destroy the plan of God for the 
human race. He could see into the fu- 
ture and anticipate the inevitable con- 
flict that would develop between His 
Church and the anti-Christ Judaism 
(Talmudism). The three parables were 
spoken to convict the Jews and fortify 
His followers against their satanic ma- 
chinations. 

The first son requests the privilege 
of working in the family vineyard, re- 
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fuses to go, then repents and does go. 
The second promised to go. and broke 
his word. He lied. 


Which “did the will of his father?” 
They, of course replied. “The first.” 
The first was a repentant sinner. The 
second was a deliberate liar. 


Then Jesus smote the Talmudic lead- 
ers with the terrible truth. He told 
them in plain language that they were 
like the second son. They were under 
the control of a “religious” system 
diametrically opposed to the will and 
purpose of God. Outright sinners were 
to be preferred. 


“For John came unto you in the way 
of righteousness, and ye believed him 
not: but the publicans and the harlots 
believed him: and ye, when ye had 
seen it, repented not afterward, that 
ye might believe him.” 


Dr. G. Campbell Morgan says: “The 
parable was indeed a white light. and 
a fierce fire; and the King, standing 
there in the temple, challenged as to 
His authority, instead of answering 
the quibble, assumed the throne of 
judgment and welcomed into the King- 
dom of God harlots and _publicans, 
who set their faces toward the King- 
dom, and flung out the men who had 
professed to be exponents of His King- 
dom, but nevertheless had been dis- 
obedient to His command.”

March 24, 1957 
CHRIST CONDEMNS 
HYPOCRISY 
Matthew, Chapter 23. 











MEMoRY TEXT: “Take heed that 

ye do not your alms before men, 
to be seen of them: otherwise ye have 
no reward of your Father which is in 
heaven.” Matthew 6:1. 





The general plan and pattern of the lesson is 
as follows: 

A. Jesus pronounces woes upon the Pharisees 
and their Talmudic system. Matthew, chap- 
ter 23. 

B. Jesus indicts hypocrisy. Matthew 23:14. 

C. Jesus prophesies judgment. Matthew 23:37- 
38. 

D. God looks upon the heart. Matthew 23:28. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “HYPOCRITES.” 


Our lesson contains five of the seven 
“woes” which Christ pronounced on 
the Pharisees, the Talmudic leaders of 
that day. The occult code that guided 
them had its origin in Babylon more 
than five centuries earlier. It was (and 
is today), the most powerful secret 
organization in the world. 


From the days of Moses until the 
war with Babylon, the main religion 
of Israel. both in the ten Northern and 
two Southern tribes, was monotheistic 
belief in Jehovah God and observance 
of the Mosaic Law. The twelve tribes 
first had tabernacle worship and later 
the temple rituals which looked for- 
ward to the coming of the world’s Re- 
deemer. 


When the Southern tribes of Benja- 
min and Judah antagonized Babylon, 
in defiance of Jeremiah’s instructions, 
a change took place. King Zedekiah 
held a rendezvous with the prophet and 
privately admitted, “I am afraid of the 
Jews that are fallen to the Chaldeans.” 


Jewish pressure on the court resulted 
in Jeremiah’s persecution and the Baby- 
lonian captivity. While in Babylon, 
Jewish leaders had ample time to study 
the black magic and sorcery that had 
come down from Cain. They blended 
the black arts with the Law of Moses 
and evolved the Talmudic system which 
has remained embedded in internation- 
al Jewry to the present hour. The Jews 
entered Babylon with priests, temple 
worship and the book of Moses. They 
came out with rabbis, synagogues and 
the Talmud. 


This explains why Christ was so se- 
vere in dealing with the leaders of the 
svstem. “Ye shut up the kingdom of 
heaven against men.” What an indict- 
ment! 


No more powerful polemic has ever 
been hurled against hypocrites and hy- 
pocrisy than our Lord’s denunciation 
of the Pharisees: “Whited sepulchres, 
which indeed appear beautiful outward, 
but are within full of dead men’s bones, 
and of all uncleanness.” 


Shakespeare says of hypocrisy: 

The devil can cite Scripture for his 
purpose. 

An evil soul, producing holy witness, 

Is like a villain with a smiling cheek, 

A goodly apple rotten at the heart: 


O what a goodly outside falsehood 
hath! 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS MATTHEW 
23:38. 

“Behold, your house is left unto you 
desolate.” 


The towers and dwelling places of 
Jerusalem were clearly visible from 
the hill where our Lord sat overlooking 
the city at the time of His lamentation: 
“O Jerusalem, Jerusalem ... how often 
would I have gathered thy children to- 
gether ... and ye would not.” 


Not only Jerusalem, but Chicago, 
Los Angeles, Portland, Oregon and 
Portland, Maine! Is the Saviour being 
spurned today? Are His teachings be- 
ing ignored? Are the high moral pre- 
cepts and principles of the Gospel be- 
ing relegated to the scrap heap? 


If so, let America beware. Judgment 
follows rejection of moral and spiritual 
light. “Behold, your house is left unto 
you desolate.” Titus carried out the 
prophecy in A.D. 70. Jerusalem was 
razed to the ground, her population ex- 
terminated. 


The contrast is significant, “How 
often I would” and just as often, “ye 
would not.” The two verbs are in em- 
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phatic and sorrowful opposition. These 
words of warning were final. Jesus 
never again taught in public. It was 
only a few hours after the uttering of 
these woes upon the teachers and His 
lamentation over the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem, that the members of the 
Sanhedrin met to consider how they 
might destroy Him. That was the an- 
swer they gave to this condemnation of 
their guilt. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: GOD LOOKS 
UPON THE HEART. 


“Ye make clean the outside of the 
cup and of the platter, but within they 
are full of extortion and excess.” 


Jewish ceremonial law required 
many external observances—the wash- 
ing of cups inside and outside, wash- 
ing hands, washing feet, and hundreds 
of rules, designed to regulate conduct 
and keep the masses of people under 
subjection to their leaders. The least 
infraction was taken as grounds for 
punishment in one way or another. 


“For they bind heavy burdens and 
grievous to be borne, and lay them on 
men’s shoulders; but they themselves 
will not move them with one of their 
fingers.” 


A well-known writer undertakes to 
give this trend of thought a current 
setting, in words that sting and cut 
and bite. He says: 


“Jesus requires inner cleansing of 
the heart. Christians who are glamor- 
ously clean outside and filthy inside 
are a disgrace to His Kingdom. God 
sees both sides of the cup. Some of us 
beg God to forgive and then refuse to 
forgive our fellow man; we are filthy 
inside. We pray on Sunday and cheat 
on Monday; our hearts are polluted. 
Many of us can repeat our church 
rituals by heart — but we crucify Je- 
sus every day of our lives in the way 
we live. We are worse than the Phari- 
sees, who never accepted Christ at all. 
We are like white tombs, or sepulchers, 
beautiful outwardly, but filled inside 
with dead things of self. Many of us 
are dead, spiritually, and don’t even 
know it.”

BLESSING AND JUDGMENT 
Matthew, Chapters 24 & 25. 











MEMORY TEXT: “The king shall

(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “NATIONS.” 


We have before us a preview of the 
judgment of the nations, not to be con- 
fused with the great white throne judg- 
ment of Revelation 20:11-15. This one 
takes place on earth and has to do with 
the kingdoms of the world. The event 
occurs at the second coming of Christ, 
“When the Son of man shall come in 
his glory.” 


“Before him shall be gathered all na- 
tions.” We can now understand, in the 
light of the United Nations Organiza- 
tion, how such an assemblage could be 
held. They are to be separated one 
from another, “as a shepherd divideth 
his sheep from the goats.” 


Christ is often portrayed, in both the 
Old and New Testaments, as a Shep- 





herd. The sheep nations will be placed 
at His right, and the goat (leftist) na- 
tions on the left. 


Sheep are docile, obedient and meek. 
Goats are obstreperous and often evil- 
tempered. Men can be divided into the 
same classes. The goat nature has been 
the ruination of many a man. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS MATTHEW 
25:40. 


“Verily I say unto you, Inasmuch as 
ye have done it unto one of the least of 
these my brethren, ye have done it unto 

”° 
me. 


Here the King of the new kingdom 
of earth, proudly identifies Himself 
with the humblest of His persecuted 
followers, brethren. To abuse one of 
these, is to abuse Him. To succor one 
of them, is to succor Him. 


The attitude of a nation toward 
Christ’s “brethren” determines its des- 
tiny. Who are His brethren? 


He answered this question in the 
twelfth chapter of Matthew’s Gospel 
after denouncing His Jewish enemies 
as a generation of vipers: “Who are 
my brethren? ... Whosoever shall do 
the will of my Father which is in heav- 
en, the same is my brother, and sister, 
and mother.” 


Only His loyal followers, twice born, 
spiritually minded, separated Christian 
believers can qualify for this unique 
position and divine blessing. The atti- 
tude of a nation toward Christ’s perse- 
cuted saints will determine its position 
on the right or left in the judgment 
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that officially closes the age. By this 
test, the leftist nations have already 
sacrificed hopes of avoiding the penalty 
of the passage. The leftist political phi- 
losophy is one of hate for Christ, His 
followers and the Church He came to 
establish. 


The Moscow newspaper Izvestia. 
quoted Lunarcharsky, Soviet minister 
of education, as stating Russia’s official 
attitude toward Christianity as follows: 
“We hate Christianity and the Chris- 
tians. Even the best of them must be 
regarded as our worst enemies. What 
we want is hatred. We must know how 
to hate for only thus shall we conquer 
the world.” 


Leftist nations, who persecute Christ’s 
followers, are inviting Apocalyptic 
judgments. “Vengeance is mine; I will 
repay, saith the Lord.” 


(3) THE KEY FACT: DEEDS OF 
KINDNESS PAY DIVIDENDS. 


Dr. James Gilchrist Lawson relates 
this incident: 


“A sparrow had built its nest in a 
freight car which had been ordered to 
the shops for repair; and when the car 
was in order and started again into 
service, a nest of young sparrows 
seemed about to be robbed of a moth- 
er’s care. But, though the car traveled 
several hundred miles, the mother bird 
would not desert her young. The sym- 
pathy of the trainmen was _ touched, 
and they notified the division superin- 
tendent, who ordered the car out of 
commission until the little birds were 
able to care for themselves. If a great 
railroad system can be ordered so as to 
protect helpless sparrows, is it hard to 
believe that the gzeat Superintendent 
of the universe orders all things for 
the good of His children?” 


The King of glory places a high esti- 
mate on deeds of kindness. “I was an 





hungred, and ye gave me meat.” “I 
was thirsty, and ye gave me drink.” “I 
was a stranger, and ye took me in.” 
“Naked, and ye clothed me.” “I was 
sick, and ye visited me.” “I was in 
prison, and ye came unto me.” 


An old potter who, while fashioning 
clay into a desired shape with his 
hands, was asked by a visitor: “Why 
don’t you get a machine to do that?” 
The potter replied: “We have tried all 
sorts of machinery, and failed; some- 
how, it needs the human touch.”

CHRIST FACES CALVARY 
Matthew 26:1 to 27:10. 











MEMoRY TEXT: “O my Father, if 

it be possible, let this cup pass 
from me: nevertheless not as I will, 
but as thou wilt.” Matthew 26:39. 


The general plan and pattern of the lesson is 
as follows: 


A. The inauguration of the Lord’s Supper. 
Matthew 26:26-29.

(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “CUP.” 


There are two cups in today’s lesson 

. a cup of joy (verse 27) and a cup 
of sorrow (verse 39). The first was 
introduced at the Lord’s Supper. The 
second symbolized the depth and dregs 
of sin to be consumed in His body 
when it would hang on the Cross. 


In both events, Jesus -was offering 
His body and blood for the salvation 
of men. We have before us the Com- 
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munion table and the Atonement. The 
Supper is at one and the same time a 
table, a sacrament, a Eucharist, a com- 
memoration, an offering and a com- 
munion. 


It is a table to which all who be- 
lieve are invited. Jesus went further 
than some churches are willing to go. 
He even accepted Judas and washed 
his feet. 


It is a sacrament, an outward and 
visible sign of an inward and invisible 
grace. 


It is a Eucharist, meaning thanksgiv- 
ing, inspiring appreciation for the 
Cross and the continuing divine pres- 
ence through the Holy Spirit. 


It is a commemoration, done “in re- 
membrance” of Him. 


It is an offering for the sins of the 
world. In recognition of His offering, 
the early Church adopted the practice 
of celebrating the Lord’s Supper by 
bringing gifts for the poor. 


It is a communion, by which sinful 
men are brought into fellowship with 


God. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE OF THE LES- 
SON IS MATTHEW 26:39. 


“O my Father, if it be possible, let 
this cup pass from me: nevertheless not 
as I will, but as thou wilt.” 


This prayer was offered in Gethsem- 
ane, a little garden across the narrow 
Kidron valley, today a sacred Christian 
shrine. 

The Saviour entered the premises 
with His eleven disciples, eight of 
whom He left near the entrance. The 
three who had seen the transfiguration 
accompanied Him further. He asked 
them to watch during the season of 
prayer that tore the very roots of His 
holy heart. But they fell asleep. 


Sleeping Christians are with us to- 
day. Their spiritual senses are dull. 
The eyes of the mind are heavy. They 
lack vision and understanding. They 
are insensible to spiritual values, and 
sleep instead of pray. 


What was the cup that our Lord saw 
approaching, and from which He 
shrank? Was it the prospect of death? 
No. He knew death to be His primary 


mission in life. 
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On Calvary, He cried with a loud 
voice, “My God, my God, why hast 
thou forsaken me?” This was the cup 
that He saw approaching — separation 
from the Father. 


What was the meaning of this cry? 
We read in the Scriptures that the eye 
of God is so holy that He cannot look 
upon sin. On the Cross, the suffering 
Saviour became our Substitute and Sin 
Bearer. He was judged in our stead. 


He knew no sin but became sin. He 
was smitten with the leprosy of sin for 
us. The sins of the world were piled 
mountain high on His shoulders, figur- 
atively speaking. The eye of God is so 
holy that He cannot look upon sin. 
Jesus went through the ordeal alone. 


How are sinners saved? By some- 
thing they do? On the contrary, they 
are saved by something they accept 
that has already been done for them. 
Said the Christ as He hung on the 
Cross, “It is finished.” Souls are saved 
by a finished work. 


(8) THE KEY FACT: THE TRIAL 
OF CHRIST WAS AN ILLEGAL 
PROCEEDING. 

Today’s lesson covers the trial of 
Christ, the record of which shows it to 
have been an illegal proceeding from 
beginning to end. He was railroaded 
to the Cross on false charges, perjured 
testimony and in violation of existing 
rules of evidence. 


As the events of the night progressed, 
the persecutors changed the charge 
from blasphemy to sedition in order to 
establish jurisdiction in Pilate’s court. 
The Jewish court, or Sanhedrin, had 
no authority to carry out an execution. 


Blasphemy was not a capital crime 
under Roman law. It related to relig- 
ious issues among the Jews, with which 
the Romans could not be concerned. 
But sedition involved a different set of 
facts. If found guilty of this charge, 
Christ could be put to death. 


A mob had been organized earlier to 
do the bidding of the Jewish leaders. 
At the psychological moment, the cry 
arose, “Crucify Him, crucify Him.” He 
was accused again and again of being 
against the Roman government. 


Finally the Jews were able to arrange 
a hearing before Pilate in the middle 
of the night. Jewish leaders were per- 
mitted to assess the death penalty, but 
an execution could be carried out only 
on orders of a Roman court. 


Jesus was actually tried six times in 
twelve hours — before Annas, Caia- 
phas, the Sanhedrin, Pilate, Herod and 
before Pilate the second time. Each 
trial was illegal. The official verdict of 
the Roman court was “innocent,” but 
the Victim was put to death any way, 
under Jewish pressure. The case con- 
tains at least 20 “reversible errors.” 


“Behold, the man!” said Pilate. The 
most misunderstood and_ persecuted 
Man the world has ever known!

(1) THE KEY WORDS OF THE

9:9. Compare Matthew 27:22 and 
Isaiah 53:7.

God is 
never off schedule. The disciples fitted 
into the divine pattern. We should 
strive, at all times, to do likewise.

cause they trusted Jesus. Not only in 
their great deeds did they trust Him. 
They showed their trust in little deeds 
as well. They honoured Him not only 
when they preached, but when they 
went upon a menial errand. Their faith 
was splendid in the hour of miracle, 
when in the name of Jesus they were 
mighty; but it was not less splendid 
in this unnoticed hour, when they were 
sent to fetch the ass from Bethpage. 


“To waken on our immemorial 
mornings and say, ‘Please God, I shall 
have faith in Him today,’ to take up 
eur cross in the profound belief that 
underneath are the everlasting arms; 
to go to our drudgery, to bear our 
burden in the happy and sweet sense 
that God is with us, that is the trust 
which is honouring to heaven. That is 
the trust which the disciples showed 
when they went at once upon their low- 
ly errand. That is the trust which you 
can show today, without waiting for 
that impossible tomorrow.” 


(2) THE KEY VERSE OF THE LES- 
SON IS MATTHEW 27:22. 

“Pilate saith unto them, What shall 
I do then with Jesus which is called 
Christ? They all say unto him, Let 
him be crucified.” 


Crowds are fickle and unreliable. 
One day, people shout “Hosanna” and 
the next “Crucify.” The former cry 
meant, “Save now!” Save us now, thou 
Son of God. The latter was the most 
criminal, dastardly vicious cry ever to 
ascend from human lips. 


Jesus is brought before Pilate who 
tries to save Him from the mob. The 
jurist listens on his royal balcony, this 
time to words of condemnation, not 
praise. He gives the verdict of the Ro- 
man government and publicly washes 
his hands, but the Jewish mob screech- 
es the louder, sounding the chilling de- 
mand to crucify Him. “I am innocent 
of the blood of this just person: see ye 
to it,” says Pilate. 


Someone has dramatically symbol- 
ized a great truth by the observation 
that in each Christian’s life there is a 
cross and a throne. Either Jesus oc- 
cupies the throne (honored as Lord) 
and the individual the cross (“I die 
daily,” wrote Paul), or Jesus is on the 
cross as we crowd Him off the throne 
by our indifferent or obstinate atti- 
tude. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: WE SHOULD 
NOT MAKE THE MISTAKE OF 
CHRIST’S ENEMIES. 
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The question asked by Pilate, “What 
then shall I do with Jesus?” is one 
which confronts every man. 

We look back with horror upon the 
treatment accorded the Christ during 
His last hours before going to Calvary, 
The rejection was savage, complete and 
criminal. 


But we should examine our motives 
today. Are we accepting or crucifying 
Him? 

Said a British lady of wealth to 
Thomas Carlyle, bewailing the wicked. 
ness of the Jews in rejecting Christ: 
“How delighted we would have been 
to throw our doors open to Him and 
listen to His divine precepts. Don’t you 
think so, Mr. Carlyle?” 

“No, Madam, I don’t,” said the sage. 
“T think that had He come very fash- 
ionably dressed, with plenty of money, 
preaching doctrines palatable to the 
higher orders, I might have had the 
honor of receiving from you a card of 
invitation on which was written, ‘To 
meet our Saviour.’ But if He had come 
uttering His divine precepts and de- 
nouncing the Pharisees and associating 
with publicans and those of the lower 
orders, as He did, you would have treat- 
ed Him much as the Jews did, and have 
cried, “Take Him to Newgate, and hang 
Him’.” 

Dr. Joseph Parker said: “I never 
can forget that greatest of queens, Vic- 
toria, and how on one occasion she was 
present at the rendering of the ‘Hallelu- 
jah Chorus.’ It is the custom of an Eng. 
lish audience to rise while the ‘Hallelu- 
jah Chorus’ is being sung. All the peo- 
ple leaped to their feet, but her Majes- 
ty sat still in her appointed place. 

“The great chorus rolled on, ‘Halle. 
lujah, for ever and ever, for ever and 
ever, King of kings, and Lord of lords. 
Hallelujah, King of kings.’ And at that 
point her Majesty arose, and never was 
so queenly as when in rising at that 
great challenge, she flung her simple 
diadem at the feet of our Lord Jesus 


Christ.” 
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POWER THROUGH FASTING

“Give yourselves to fasting and pray- 
er.” I Corinthians 7:5. 








THE PRACTICE of fasting is as old 

as humanity. More than two thous- 
and years ago, fasting was a custom 
advocated by the school of the philoso- 
pher, Asclepiades, for curative purpos- 
es. The Roman historian, Plutarch, 
said: “Instead of using medicine, fast 
a day.” 

Traces of fasting are to be found in 
ancient Chinese and Hindu writings. 
The Indians also practiced it. Fasting 
has been used from ancient days for re- 
ligious purposes, as well as a method 
devoted to restoring health. 


In olden times, people recognized 
the value of the fast, but many in our 
modern age prefer to think of it as 
something indescribably inconvenient 
and even a short cut to the grave. 
When a Christian speaks of fasting ten 
days, twenty-one days or more, some 
are horrified at the thought. This re- 
sults from a lack of understanding. 


Fasting was vital to the program of 
the early Church, but in our times we 
rarely hear a sermon that even touches 
on the matter. It is a basic truth of the 
Bible, both the Gld and New Testa- 
ments, and yet most believers fail to 
grasp its importance. The subject is 
mentioned in the Scriptures approxi- 
mately one-third as often as prayer. 


So prominent is fasting in the Mo- 
hammedan religion, that devotees of 
the Koran regard it as one of the four 
pillars of their faith. Many take a 
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thirty-day fast every year. This ex- 
plains, in part at least, their religious 
zeal and fervor. 

If Christians realized what they are 
missing, they would seek knowledge re- 
garding the fast. 











When I teach on fasting in my evan- 
gelistic services, it frequently seems 
that I am leading people to explore 
some new continent. The subject is of- 
ten completely new in circles where 
everyone should be informed. 


FASTING FOR HEALTH 


Here is the testimony of a man who, 
in 1945, fasted fourteen days during 
one of my meetings, Mr. Charles Wil- 
son, of San Diego, California: 


“On the thirty-first day of December, 
1945, after hearing Rev. Franklin Hall 
give some enlightening teaching on 
fasting, I started a consecration fast. I 
partook of no food during the entire 
fourteen days. Water was taken for the 
purpose of cleaning out the system. 


“T was a heavy smoker, and it seemed 
impossible to give it up, but on the 
third day of the fast I had no further 
desire for smoking. On the fourth day 
hunger left me entirely. A little later 
all weakness left; and to my surprise I 
began feeling better and stronger day 
by day. I could pray more earnestly. 

“I kept busy with my work which 
was not heavy. The fasting did not 
bother me much. What Brother Hall 
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new spiritual consciousness, our eyes 
are opened to discern the true nature 
of our former natural environment. 
And it worked out just that way in my 
life. It was a glorious experience. 


“When I began the fast, I weighed 
one hundred and forty pounds. This 
was twenty-nine pounds underweight. 
At the conclusion of the fast, fourteen 
days later, I had lost sixteen pounds, 
for I weighed a hundred and twenty- 
four pounds. Sixty days later I had not 
only regained the lost weight, but also 
gained twenty-nine pounds more, which 
was exactly what a man of my age 
should weigh, to the pound, that is, 
one hundred and sixty-nine pounds. 


“Everyone told me that I looked bet- 
ter than they had ever seen me, and I 
do feel better than I have felt for twenty 
years. All of my nervousness is gone, 
and I have a better complexion, and 
best of all, I have received the Holy 
Ghost, and enjoy a much deeper ex- 
perience with the Lord. 


“My fast was shorter than many 
other Christian friends, but some day 
I hope to take a forty-day fast, as it 
was a glorious experience to fast four- 
teen days. People do not know what 
they are missing.” 


DRINK WATER WHEN FASTING 


Webster’s dictionary definition for 
“fast” is as follows: “Abstinence from 
food, especially as a religious obser- 
vance.” 


The question rises, Is water food? 
Webster defines “food” as “nourish- 
ment in solid form.” 


Food and water drinking are two 
different things. To do without water 
results in thirst, which means, “a great 
desire for drink.” Fasting relates to 
food, a basic fact to be understood. 
One should not associate abstinence 
from water, with the subject of fasting. 
Any confusion which exists at this 
point must be overcome. 


When we speak of the protracted or 
complete fast, the type observed by our 
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Lord is meant. It is bracketed between 
two developments — from the time 
hunger leaves, until the time hunger 
returns. Such a fast may cover from 
twenty-one to forty days, depending 
upon the individual, and also the de- 
gree of spiritual realization experi- 
enced. 

Fasting and Starvation are also two 


entirely different things. 








To take a fast of this particular type, 
one must of necessity consume water. 
However, a person may observe a 
short fast, of only a few days, without 
doing so. The body of the believer is 
the temple of the Holy Spirit, and to 
attempt a major fast without water, 
would have the effect of polluting it. 


Christ, in giving His instructions 
during the preaching of the Sermon on 
the Mount said: “When thou fastest, 
anoint thine head, and wash thy face; 
that thou appear not unto men to fast, 
but unto thy Father, which is in secret: 
and thy Father, which seeth in secret, 
shall reward thee openly.” 


Washing the face is a sign of clean- 
liness. If it is good to wash the face to 
eradicate toxic stains, it certainly ap- 
pears logical to accept water through 
the mouth to cleanse the inner organs. 





The stomach will become deflated, col- 
lapsed and depressed if water is with- 
held too long. 


Without water when fasting, the 
system will choke up and the body be- 
come internally filthy. The tongue, 
which is the upper part of the stomach, 
becomes heavily coated during a fast, 
showing visibly a part of the pollution 
farther down. Doctors maintain that 
some food particles remain in the in- 
testinal tract for more than a month, 
until putrefaction is worse than a gar- 
bage pail. 


For the first few days of the fast, the 
stomach, tongue and body become 
heavily laden with corruption trying to 
loosen itself. These particles that have 
remained in the stomach unassimilated, 
with other matter, require a great deal 
of water to break them down and help 
soften this material so it can be elimi- 
nated. Cramps, displeasure, misery and 
other discomforts, are frequently ex- 
perienced during this initial period. 


Water aids in the loosening and 
softening of this matter without which 
the corruption will harden. Toxic 
poisons breed, and all manner of dis- 
eases develop. Water is a cleansing and 
purifying agent. 
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Paul drew a line between fasting and 
thirsting. He distinguished them in I] 
Corinthians 11:27 where we read: “In 
weariness and painfulness, in watch. 
ings often, in hunger and thirst, in 
fastings often, in cold and nakedness.” 


If “hunger and thirst” were the same 
thing as “fasting,” he would not have 
repeated himself, any more than “cold” 
and “nakedness” are the same. Please 
note that commas were inserted between 
each phrase to distinguish the one from 
the other. Paul was also educated. 


JESUS NO DOUBT DRANK WATER 


Consuming water does not prevent 
one from drawing closer to God. Water 
is pure, a type of salvation and of the 
Holy Spirit. Unlike corruptible food, 
it evaporates into the atmosphere. Food 
is of different structure and goes back 
to earth. Water is not stimulating to 
the physical passions while food is, 
Food feeds the carnal appetites. Water 
does not. 


When an individual fasts, his pores 
become laden with toxins, especially 
the hands and face. He should there- 
fore bathe often. 


In about two weeks, the average in- 
dividual will have eliminated most of 
the wastes, poisons, toxins and putre- 
fying matter from the inner organs. 
That is, unless this person has a deep- 
seated functional ailment. Even if this 
be the case, there are excellent possi- 
bilities of relief or healing if the fast 
is continued. 


A study of Matthew, chapter four, 
seems to indicate that Jesus took water 
while fasting forty days. There are four 
major points of evidence. 


(1) “When he had fasted.” We 
pointed out that the definition of fast- 
ing does not exclude water drinking, 
and the record does not state that Jesus 
thirsted forty days. It is called a fast, 
not a thirst. 


(2) “He was afterward an hunger- 
ed.” It does not say that He afterward 
thirsted. When a person does without 
both food and drink, water means 
more to him than food. A man can go 
days without food, but only a_ short 
time with no water. 


(3) “Command that these stones be 
made bread.” Satan evidently knew 
that our Lord was not thirsty. 
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(4) “Man shall not live by bread 
alone, but by every word that proceed- 
eth out of the mouth of God.” This 
seems to prove that He had partaken 
of water because no mention was made 
of it. Only bread, solid food, was men- 


tioned. 


FASTING ESSENTIAL TO POWER 


Fasting was part and parcel of the 
life of Christ, and yet most Christians 
fail to appreciate its importance in the 
Saviour’s program. It was never meant 
to be ignored. Surely such a stupendous 
truth should not continue to be hidden 
in plain sight. 


A revelation of spiritual power, re- 
sulting from fasting, is noted in the 
seventeenth chapter of Matthew’s Gos- 
pel. After Jesus expelled demons and 
healed a lunatic boy, He answered the 
question which the disciples asked: 
“Why could not we cast him out?” 


It seems that the disciples became 
disheartened over their failure. They 
were ashamed and privately inquired 
why. Thereupon, Jesus explained the 
power that had resulted from His fast. 


We read: “Then came the disciples 
to Jesus apart, and said, Why could not 
we cast him out? And Jesus said unto 
them, Because of your unbelief: for 
verily I say unto you, If ye have faith 
as a grain of mustard seed, ye shall say 
unto this mountain, Remove hence to 
yonder place; and it shall remove; 
and nothing shall be impossible unto 
you. Howbeit this kind goeth not out 
but by prayer and fasting.” 


In that momentous struggle of forty 
days of fasting, Jesus availed Himself 
of the most powerful aid at His dispos- 
al. He fasted to secure perfect faith 
over His human side, and urged fasting 
upon the disciples and all future fol- 
lowers, as a remedy for weak faith. 


Turning from the New Testament 
back to the Old Testament, we can 
study with profit the fasts of David. 
The Psalms are a product of fasting 
and prayer. They were penned because 
their writers entered a realm of higher 
spiritual receptivity made possible by 
the abnegation of the flesh. 


Such revelations as we find in Psalm 
35:13; 69:10; 78:18-32; 107:17-18 
and 109:22-26 are examples. 
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David sought God in long fasts. In 
fact, he fasted so long that at times he 
must have resembled a skeleton. We 
read in Psalm 109:23, “I am tossed up 
and down as the locust. My knees are 
weak through fasting; and my flesh 
faileth of fatness. I became also a re- 
proach unto them: when they looked 
upon me, they shaked their heads.” 


So much fat was lost that he actually 
became a reproach to look at. His 
friends and neighbors shook their 
heads. No doubt some criticized him. 
He must have fasted forty days or 
more to have lost so much weight. 


In the end, he drew near enough to 
God to become a channel of divine re- 
velation. The Psalms tell us much that 
we need to know about the nature and 
attributes of our Maker and how to 
know Him in an experiential relation- 
ship. 


Dr. Henry S. Tanner of Green 
Springs, Ohio, who fasted over forty 
days on three occasions, declared that 
in the second half of each of the fasts, 
the unspeakable glories of the world 
beyond were revealed to him. He lived 
to be ninety-two years of age, and gave 
credit to fasting for his longevity of 
life. 


In Dr. Tanner’s day skeptics ridicul- 
ed Christ’s fast, saying, “nobody could 
fast that long.” He challenged them. 
During his first fast, he was under ob- 
servation by disbelievers. He 
was weighed and checked daily and 
broke down ridicule against fasting in 
his time. 


Dr. Tanner was a physician as well 
as a Christian. His first fast was so 
glorious, that he later took additional 
fasts of more than forty days. After 
his last fast a crop of new black hair 
appeared in place of the grey hair. 


Martin Luther fasted for days at a 
time while translating the Bible, and 
herein undoubtedly lies the secret of 
his unrivaled translation. His fasts also 
contributed to bringing about the Re- 
formation revival. 


Let it be hoped that more and more 
Christians will come to share the atti- 
tude of the Psalmist: “I humbled my 
soul with fasting; and my prayer re- 
turned into mine own bosom.” 
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
